Maryland Sales 
is putting Maryland back 


IMPORTANT ANNOUNCEMENT 

A reduced commission will go into effect with the Febru¬ 
ary 14 auction on all horses above $10,000 which are offered 
for sale but are returned unsold because the consignor’s re¬ 
serve price was not met. 

The commission for such RESERVE NOT ATTAINED 
horses will be either 1 per cent of the final bid or $500— 
whichever is greater. 

RNA’s which fail to top $10,000 will be charged the normal 
5 per cent commission. 

In effect, this policy will mean that consignors buying 
back their own horses at prices from $10,000 to $50,000 will pay 
only a $500 commission. All RNA’s topping $50,000 will be 
charged the 1 per cent commission. 

It is emphasized, however, that only horses listed with the 
sales company as RESERVE NOT ATTAINED will be eligible 
for this special commission. A consignor will not be permitted 
to list a horse as being sold to his own agent and still be eligible 
for the discount unless that agent clearly writes RNA on the 
sales slip. 

The decision to offer this special consideration for RNA’s 
was approved jointly by the Maryland Sales Agency and the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association at a meeting held on 
November 23,1981.

First Lady Handicap. Finishing "willingly," she led the stakes-winning fillies Anti 
Phil, Contrary Rose and Mar Del Nort to the wire. 

And Gaylord's Secret successfully debuted recently, airing by four 
lengths over 10 maiden 2-year-olds.

Our Escapade, $60, Takes 
Nashua Stakes at Aqueduct 


AQUEDUCT. N.Y.. Nov. 23-Stun- 
ning a turnout of 18,124, Reginald N. 
Webster’s Our Escapade drew off 
through the stretch to capture Sun¬ 
day’s seventh running of the $58,800 
Nashua Stakes by slightly more than 
three lengths over John R. Murrell’s 
John’s Gold. Mrs. Paul L. Hexter’s Hos¬ 
tage, the 13-10 choice, was almost 
three lengths farther away in third 
place in the field of 10 2 -year-olds. 

Our Escapade, handled by Don 
MacBeth, raced the mile in 1 : 36^5 over 
the fast strip while toting 114 pounds 
and paid $60.80. The Ambernash colt 
was posting his third victory of the 
campaign but first in a stake. He was 
outrun in both the Pilgrim and Cas¬ 
cade over the grass. 

The Webster runner, who won at a 
mile here last month, picked up 
$35,280 to raise his earnings for the 
year to $59,820. 

Our Escapade was close to the pace 
throughout and MacBeth, pointed out 
“when he took the lead at the quarter 
pole, he was just looking around and 
pricking his ears. I knew I had the 
inside horse beaten and was w'atching 
for John’s Gold. You’ll hear a lot from

The Stuff Dreams Are Made Of 


Joe Hlrsch / AQUEDUCT 

AQUEDUCT, N.Y., Nov. 24-.In the 
aftermath of Sunday’s $58,800 Nashua 
Stakes for 2-year-olds, won in impres¬ 
sive fashion by Reginald Webster’s 
Our Escapade, trainer Roger Laurin is 
beginning to get that certain feeling. 
This is the time of the year when 
promising young horses, by an al¬ 
chemy as ancient as the sport, are 
transformed into dreams of classic 
glory. These dreams come true just 
often enough to sustain the process, 
but even when they don’t, the winter 
months can be euphoric for those con¬ 
cerned. 

Our Escapade at 5-1, was a convinc¬ 
ing, front-running winner at a mile 
here last month on the main track, but 
when he ran in the subsequent Pilgrim 
Stakes on the grass, a soft course com¬ 
promised his natural speed. Prominent 
for the first mile, he tired badly 
through the stretch and finished sixth. 
ETURNING tothe main track for 
the Nashua, he was completely 
dismissed at 29-1 because of his poor 
showing on the turf. That was a mis¬ 


take. He should have been judged on 
his dirt form, to which he was faithful. 

Racing just off the pace under Don 
MacBeth, he accelerated near the 
quarter pole and broke the Nashua 
wide open, winning off by more than 
three lengths. He was beating decent 
colts, too. John’s Gold, the runner-up, 
finished fourth in Saratoga’s Grade I 
Hopeful. Hostage, who was third, won 
his previous start by almost eight 
lengths. 

Our Escapade is a full brother to 
Pearl Necklace, a wonderful racemare 
whom Laurin trained for Webster to 
win $737,862. It took her a while to 
come to hand, but once she got the ha¬ 
bit of winning, she was outstanding on 
dirt and grass. In 48 career starts, she 
won 21 times, and was out of the 
money on only 10 occasions. Of all of 
the fillies and mares who raced exclu¬ 
sively in the United States, only six 
others won more money than Pearl 
Necklace. 

“This is a colt who also took a while 
to learn his lessons,” Laurin was say¬ 


ing this morning, “but he’s made 
steady improvement in recent months 
and is, at this stage, farther advanced 
than Pearl Necklace. I honestly feel we 
may have a Derby horse. He appears to 
be a genuine stayer, and he is from a 
family noted for its soundness.” 

Our Escapade is headed to Miami for 
winter racing. Laurin advises that he 
will make his next start in the 
$100,000 Tropical Park Derby at 
Calder on January 2, and from that 
test will point for the Flamingo at Hia¬ 
leah and the Florida Derby at Gulf- 
stream.

Six were adver¬ 
tised in this magazine for the 1981 season- 
three for $1,000 stud fees, one at $1,500, one 
at $2,500 and one at $10,000. 

TTiis was fast action for the former Oriole 
baseball team owner who had acquired Ed¬ 
gar Lucas' Helmore Farm early in 1980 and 
renamed it Sunset Hill. Keep in mind that 
when he bought the Howard county prop¬ 
erty there wasn't a single horse in those 
many stalls. 

Well, everyone knows that it takes de¬ 
cades—maybe even a lifetime—to assemble 
a first class group of broodmares and stal¬ 
lions. So what chance did the former beer 
and baseball man have as a beginner at an 
age already beyond 60? 

Some gave him a slim chance. Others were 
less optimistic. 

Now a year has passed and what's hap¬ 
pening at Sunset Hill Farm? 

Oh, nothing much, except that Hoffberg¬ 
er's No. 1 stallion. Run the Gantlet, is an 
international sensation.

There were eight other starters in the mile 
and a half grass race, all sired by different 
stallions. 

Although owned for the past two years by 
Serge Fradkoff, Providential II was bred by 
Bertram R. Firestone—the same man who 
owned Run the Gantlet before selling him 
last year to Marylander Jerry Hoffberger. 
Additionally, Mrs. Firestone is the owner of 
runner-up April Run. 

Had the Firestones retained Providential 11 
instead of selling him for $1 million to the 
44-year-old Geneva gem dealer and had 
they kept Run the Gantlet—well, what a 
sweep it would have been! 

The smallest crowd (19,804) in the Interna¬ 
tional's history was on hand in sunny 55- 
degree temperature for John D. Schapiro's 
dream race. This was less than half the turn¬ 
out for the record 1958 renewal when 40,276 
were in attendance. This year's mutuel han¬ 
dle ($2,476,824) was, however, the second 
highest in Laurel's history. 

Despite the absence of a superstar, this 
year's race was one of the best ever offered. 
All ten starters had credentials which made 
them contenders, and the fact that the first 
four were bred in Ireland gave the results an 
overseas flavor--although the first three fin¬ 
ishers had earlier this fall competed at Amer¬ 
ican tracks. 

The winning Providential II was trained by 
Charlie Whittingham as was third-place 
horse Galaxy Libra. The winner was ridden 
by Alain Lequeux (a French jockey brought 
to Maryland for this specific race by owner 
Fradkoff) and Galaxy Libra by Bill Shoe¬ 
maker. 

Galaxy Libra, owned by Louis R. Rowan, 
was the public's choice at odds of 22-10. But 
because Whittingham also trained Providen¬ 
tial II, the two horses were coupled as an 
entry. In New York's OTB parlors, they ran 
as separate entries and Providential paid a 
whopping $66.40. 

Second choice at 25-10 was Green tree's 
Open Call (who finished fifth) and third fa¬ 
vorite was April Run (32-10) who ran second. 

Maryland's governor Harry Hughes presents 
International trophy to Serge Fradkoff, 
a Swiss precious gem expert, and his wife. 
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Providential II began his life in Ireland as 
the property of Bert Firestone. 

He made two starts as a 2-year-old, win¬ 
ning them both (in France). 

In January of his 3-year-old season. Provi¬ 
dential (now 4) was sold by Firestone to 
Fradkoff for $1 million. 

For Fradkoff, the colt has raced in France, 
Italy, Argentina, California and, finally, 
Maryland. 

Prior to the International, his most recent 
race was Santa Anita's Carleton F. Burke 
Handicap. He finished second in that mile 


and a quarter turf race, losing by three and a 
half lengths. 

Providential won only once in California 
(Hollywood Park in June) and appeared to 
have all the chance in the International that 
goes with being a 30-1 shot. 

Still, Whittingham liked him. 

Explained the trainer: "He had an unde¬ 
scended testicle which was up in his belly 
somewhere. It was bothering him, so I had it 
cut out. Dr. Conrad Ferreira operated on him 
in July. Since then, he's been a steadily im¬ 
proving horse." 
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Hoffbcr^cr continued 

Purchased by Hoffberger from Bert Fire¬ 
stone in the summer of 1980, Run the Gantlet 
appeared at that Hme to be perilously close to 
obscurity. He had been America's turf course 
champion in 1971 and had earned $559,079. 
But as a stallion standing in Ireland, he 
wasn't attracting much favorable comment. 

Bert Firestone had bought the horse from 
Paul Mellon's Rokeby Stable after he had 
completed his 4-year-old racing season. 
Firestone shipped the winner of Laurel's 
1971 Washington (D.C.) International to his 
new Gilltown Stud in Ireland and waited for 
things to happen. Firestone paid Mellon $1.6 
million in 1972 dollars and then syndicated 
his horse at $40,000 per share. 

So for eight years Firestone and his syndi¬ 
cate members waited . . . and waited. 

Sure, Run the Gantlet sired lots of win¬ 
ners. But where was the big horse? 

The value of those $40,000 shares began to 
slide and might have dropped lower than 
$20,000 had not Firestone himself stepped in 
to buy up any that were offered at that figure. 

By that time it was 1980, and Firestone 
owned majority interest in a horse who was 
losing popularity. 

But in the horse business, opinion is rarely 
unanimous. 

John W. Jacobs, for example, heard that 
Run the Gantlet could be bought. 

Jacobs is a son of Hall of Fame trainer 
Hirsch Jacobs and was himself a topflight 
trainer (Personality, winner of the 1970 
Preakness) before becoming a horse agent 
and advisor with offices in New York. 

Upon learning that Firestone wanted to 
sell Run the Gantlet, Jacobs first contacted 
Hoffberger and then made inquiries in Eur¬ 
ope. What he wanted to know was the possi¬ 
bility of some son or daughter of Run the 
Gantlet becoming a major stakes star. 

He was given encouragement. There were 
a couple of horses (including Providential, 
April Run and Ardross) who just might 
make a name for their sire.

Providential's owner is a Tunisian-born 
Swiss citizen who admits to being one of the 
world's top three experts in precious gems. 
He also has a beautiful wife who accompa¬ 
nied him throughout the ceremonies at 
Laurel last month. 

Fradkoff's horse holdings include 65 head 
stabled in England, France and the United 
States. He will leave Providential with Whit- 
tingham, confident that the colt will be 
America's 1982 grass champion. 

Smiling, patient and wonderfully cooper¬ 
ative, Fradkoff was interviewed in Laurel's 
press box soon after the race. 

Among his statements were: 

"I'm known all over the world as being 
patient with my trainers . . . 

"I meet Mr. Schapiro in Paris every year. 
He knew this horse (Providential) was a 
must for him . . . 

"The plan of the race was exactly what 
happened... 

"Alain (jockey Alain Lequeux) knew he 
had plenty of pounds in hand when he made 
his move . . . 

"I'm in the precious stones business. I buy 
and sell them . . . 

"If Providential hadn't been coupled in the 
betting with Galaxy Libra, I would have 
cleaned the house." 

And on the possibility that John Henry 
might prove a better American grass horse in 
1982 than Providential, Fradkoff smiled, 
shrugged his shoulders, and said: "Basical¬ 
ly, horse racing is made for breeding pur¬ 
poses." 

Implying, one thought, that John Henry 
can never be a better horse than Providential 
because John Henry is a gelding. Which 
leads one to think that Providential himself 
was narrowly saved—Whittingham having 
had one testicle removed. 

Beautifully bald Whittingham smiled as 
his owner spoke.

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So after convincing himself that Run the 
Gantlet had a future, he relayed the encour¬ 
aging report to Hoffberger. 

The Marylander, dealing through Jacobs, 
acquired the horse for somewhere around $1 
million. In September 1980, he had Run the 
Gantlet flown to this country and began re¬ 
syndicating him at $32,500 a share (cash) or 
$37,500 (payable over three years). 

To say that local breeders jumped at the 
opportunity to buy into this son of Tom Rolfe 
would be an exaggeration. But, share by 
share, the horse was sold. His stud fee for 
1981 was set at $10,000 live foal. 

How many shares did Hoffberger retain? 

"Not enough," replies the ever-so-happy 
syndicator. 

What will the horse's 1982 live foal seasons 
sell for? 

"Well, we advertised him at $15,000 before 
Providential and April Run made such big 
names for themselves. We sold out quickly at 
$15,000, and now I understand that one of 
the buyers of a service has resold it for 
$20,000 in front, non-refundable and $20,000 
additional when the mare foals." 

That's $40,000 for a single 1982 service. 

One year ago, shares were sold at $32,500. 

How can Hoffberger explain his meteoric 
success as a Maryland breeder? 

It's all been a stroke of good luck," he 
replied. "Luck coupled with the foresight of 
John Jacobs." □

As one of the world's most popular and 
successful trainers, Charlie rarely says any¬ 
thing that can be contradicted. 

By the time the interview ended, the last 
race had been run, the sun had set and red 
tail lights stood traffic-bound on the parking 
lots. 

Another International was history—Irish- 
bred winner owned by a Swiss and trained 
by a Californian. 

But 20 miles from Laurel a celebration 
would soon begin at Jerry Hoffberger's Sun¬ 
set Hill Farm. Because it is there, after all, 
that the sire of the first two finishers lives in 
the grand style that befits a 13-vear-old 
champion. □

Jacobs Instrumental 
In Arranging Sale 

Thoroughbred sales agent John Jacobs 
remembers the Run the Gantlet transac¬ 
tion as beginning with a telephone call 
from Bert Firestone in the spring of 1980. 

"He said he had a horse in Ireland that 
he wanted to sell," recalls Jacobs. "The 
horse was Run the Gantlet, and he 
wanted to know if I was interested. 

I said yes that I was interested. I 
loved the horse's family and I remem¬ 
bered what he had done in this country [ 

as a race horse. Also, I had only a day or | 

two before gotten a telephone call from i 

Jerry Hoffberger asking me to be on the 
lookout for a good stallion. Even while I 
was talking to Bert on that first telephone 
call, I was thinking of Jerry as a possible 
buyer. | 

"As soon as I finished talking to Bert I | 

started researching Run the Gantlet's j 

sons and daughters in my English , 

books. What I found was that he had a ! 

- - ^ 
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lot of good winners in Europe and a fair 
number of stakes winners but no really 
top quality runners. 

"Then I called Jerry. I told him that this 
stallion hadn't really gotten a good horse 
yet but that he had the potential to come 
up with one. 

"Jerry was immediately interested. He 
told me to send whatever material I had 
on the horse. During the next couple of 
weeks I also got him photographs and 
vet reports from Ireland. 

"By the first part of July, we had made 
an offer to Firestone which he accepted 
in principle. A meeting was then set up 
during the Keeneland Summer Sales in 
Lexington. There were four of us there: 
Bert and his lawyer and Jerry and me. 
The papers were signed and the deal was 
consummated. 

"After everything was all wrapped 
up, I went to the sales pavilion and men¬ 
tioned to a couple of Irish buyers that I 
had just completed a deal for the pur¬ 
chase of Run the Gantlet. I was excited 
and pleased. But their reaction was neg¬ 
ative. They said: 'No wonder Firestone 
sold him. He's not making it—he just 
hasn't fired.' 


"Well, that kind of dropped me down 
a peg or two. But then I said to myself, 
well, what's horse breeding anyway? 
Just a matter of opinion. And my opinion 
was that this horse still had a good 
chance to make it big. 

"So Jerry flies the horse to this country 
in September. And right away things 
start to look up. Not enough, really, to 
make his 1981 book all that outstanding 
but enough to give him a lot of encour¬ 
agement. 

"And then this past summer things 
really started to fall into place. 

"Within a few months he had out 
three Grade I stakes winners (April Run, 
Providential and Ardross). Three Grade 
I stakes winners! Imagine it! And there 
were another 15 or so that were winning 
lesser stakes. 

"One of my perks in the deal was that I 
got a lifetime breeding right to the horse. 
Can you believe that I sold that season in 
1981 for $10,000? 

"I won't make that mistake again. 
From here on out, I intend to breed one 
of my own mares to him every year. You 
can bet on that!" □

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Elizabeth Jones-Lukacs 
Is Physician, Breeder

There lives in Maryland a widowed 
mother who does duty as a physician aboard 
Air Force jets and, when on the ground, 
personally delivers foals produced by her 
half-dozen Thoroughbred broodmares. 

Dr. Elizabeth Jones-Lukacs is an Air Force 
major stationed at Andrews Air Force Base. 
Her broodmares are maintained most of the 
year at her Virginia farm but are brought to 
Maryland during foaling season. She deliv¬ 
ers the foals in a converted tobacco bam not 
far from Andrews. 

Classified as a flight surgeon, she was tap¬ 
ped two months ago for the plane which 
carried Secretary of State Alexander Haig to 
Anwar Sadat's funeral in Egypt. For the 
most part, her work involves the health care 
of pilots and crew members. During the past 
year, she has flown nearly 200,000 miles, 
making stops in China, the Philippines, New 
Zealand, Australia, Sweden, France and 
Egypt. 

The most frequent physical problems she 
treats are those relating to high altitudes, 
time zone changes, extreme temperatures 
and exotic diseases picked up in faraway 
countries. 

Dr. Jones-Lukacs became a flight surgeon 
three years ago because her schedule as a 
private practice physician in Virginia (plus 
several days a week spent in Middleburg's 
Mellon clinic) was too demanding. 

Arnazingly, she says life is less frantic with 
the Air Force. 

"I have had a deep-rooted love for horses 
since my father gave me a pony as a little girl. 
After I grew up I always kept a horse when¬ 
ever I had the time," Dr. Jones-Lukacs said. 


She had originally intended to become a 
veterinarian but discovered that it was easier 
for a girl to get into medical college than vet 
school. 


"When I was an undergraduate very few 
women were accepted into vet school," she 
said, so I found myself applying to med 
school instead." 


While in medical school Elizabeth and her 
first husband were divorced, leaving her 
with two infants to raise and her education to 
complete. Somehow she found time to write 
three children's books, using the money re¬ 
ceived from royalties to pay tuiHon ex¬ 
penses. 

Elizabeth met the late Michel Lukacs, a 
Hungarian-born biochemist, in a New York 
city hospital where she was in school. 

"Michel was typically Hungarian—very 
flamboyant," she said. "We dated a very 
short time before marrying." 

She decided to keep her maiden name af¬ 
ter she remarried. Jones-Lukacs was formed 
by hyphenating her name with that of her 
second husband's. 


VV^ile in her fourth year of medical school 
she had her third daughter (but her first child 
by Michel Lukacs). She took only five days 
off from preparations for the board exams.

(Of her four daughters, only 14-year-oId 
hmijy a freshman at Queen Anne hieh- 
school in Upper Marlboro, is still at home 
Amanda, 22, is a student at NYU. Laurel, 20, 
attends Loyola University in Chicago and 
Angehque is a freshman at Trinity College in 
Washington.) 

Michel was an extraordinary man—in¬ 
ventor, medical entrepreneur and horse¬ 
man. In the medical world, he is best re¬ 
membered for an invention. 

"Michel had an idea which he believed 
would reduce the amount of time needed to 
separate blood into serum from three- 
quarters of an hour to just minutes. He and I 
worked nearly two years developing a blood 
separator, naming it Sure-Sep. Nine years 
ago we sold it to an international pharma¬ 
ceutical firm." 

Dr. Jones-Lukacs is still receiving royalties 
from the sale of Sure-Sep. 

Elizabeth s career as a breeder came about 
through her husband's interest in Standard- 
breds. From their small farm near Goshen, 
New York, Michel trained a few homebreds 
at nearby Good Time Park. She also fox¬ 
hunted regularly. In 1977 Michel and Eliza¬ 
beth decided to separate. Elizabeth and her 
daughters moved south and bought a farm 
in rural southeast Virginia, a region known 
for pulp production. 

They named the 140-acre farm Rattle N 
Snap, after a farm which her family had 
owned. Rattle N Snap is located in Bucking¬ 
ham county, between Richmond and Char- 
lottesville. 

At least twice a month Dr. Jones-Lukacs 
and her younger daughters make the three- 
hour drive down to their farm. They each 
have at least one horse (or pony) of their own 
and enjoy riding and foxhunhng together 
whenever they have the opportunity. 

Rattle N Snap is also home for Dr. Jones- 
Lukacs' broodmares and their offspring. Ev¬ 
ery year she ships her in-foal mares to Mary¬ 
land and breeds them back to Maryland stal¬ 
lions. 

"Last year I was lucky," she said, "my 
mares all foaled on weekends. I set up a 
sleeping bag on a cot outside of their stalls 


when each was ready to foal. That bam was 
plenty drafty and cold on those January, 
February and March nights. 

I thought to myself while I was out in the 
bam that with all the comforts of home, here 
I was out in the freezing cold—I must be a 
horse lover—no one else is crazy enough to 
W3nt to do that to thomsolvos. 


But I truly enjoyed foaling my mares and 
look forward to doing it again next year." 

TTie Air Force demands much of Dr. Jones- 
Lukacs, including extensive traveling which 
makes raising a family and mnning a horse 
operation difficult. Fortunately, a friend of 
the family stays with Emily while Dr. Jones- 
Lukacs IS away. Frequent interruptions have 
occurred recently with trips to a research 
center at Brooks Air Force Base in Texas.

Jones-Lukacs occasionally 
races some with trainer Lee McHenry 
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leaving behind his mother and two sisters. 
Although only a teenager during the upris¬ 
ing, he had a ten-year moratorium placed 
upon his return. After the ban was lifted he 
returned frequently to Hungary to visit his 
family and invariably, he was verbally haras¬ 
sed. The harassments, Michel said, were no¬ 
ticeably less severe when I accompanied 
him. 

"After he regained good standing, Michel 
was asked by the Hungarian government to 
purchase a stallion for them. The stallion had 
to be from 100 per cent trotting horse lineage, 
since Hungary has no racing for pacers. He 
obliged, but at the time was involved in re¬ 
search. So he sent me to make the deal. 


"Traveling alone, 1 went to Hungary. Un¬ 
like most American transactions where an 
offer is made and either refused or accepted, 
I bartered for several days before we struck a 
deal involving money and several different 
horses. 

"I sold them Talent Scout, an American- 
bred trotter campaigned by one of my clients 
in New York. In return I received money 
(paid in Hungarian currency), second pick of 
his first crop (the first selection having gone 
to the Hungarian government) and the 
stakes-placed 10-year-old Thoroughbred 
stallion ’^Izak II. 

"The arrangement couldn't have worked 
out better. Talent Scout became a leading 
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Jones-Lukacs continued 

sire in Hungary. His foal that I picked was 
named Zuglo, who was a top stakes-win- 
nmg hotter campaigned by my husband and 
rnyself in Vienna. The money paid to us Mi- 
c el S^ve to his mother and sisters as a eift 
and Izsak II sired many foals for us at our 
farm m New York and later at Rattle N Snap. 

Izsak II was a beautifully made horse. I 
had seen him when he first entered stud and 
was very impressed by him. I made sure they 
included him in the agreement. He had a 
prostate problem which rendered him nearly 
sterde. They thought that I knew nothing of 
his breeding problems and gladly included 
him in the deal. I was gambling, hoping that 
his breeding problem could be corrected. If 
not, I wanted him just to ride on my farm— 
he was that beautiful. 

"I had ■^Izsak II for 12 years before he died 
last summer at age 22." 

Dr. Jones-Lukacs has also enjoyed good 
fortune getting her broodmares in foal. 

Regarding one problem mare, she gives 
this account. "Ed Stevens, of Rocketts Mill 
Farm, had Fleet Ailine, the dam of four 
stakes horses, who was 22 and had been 
bairen for three straight years. He was going 
to have her destroyed but I convinced him to 
give her to me. 

"Ed asked me what was I going to do with 
her that hadn't been done—I told him I 
didn t know. All I wanted to do was try. I left 


her alone because she had been vetted so 
inuch the mere sight of a veterinarian upset 

"I noHced one day she was in season and 
before breeding her that afternoon I had her 
prepped with semen extender and some an¬ 
tibiotics. Then we immediately bred her to 
Izsak II and she took. Two days after foaling 
she died and I raised her fillv (Roxanne Fleet) 
on a bottle. ' 

"One of the proudest days I have ever had 
as an owner was the day Roxanne Fleet made 
her first start. She was later claimed from

Dr. Jones-Lukacs has several goals for her 
operation, foremost being the desire to breed 
a top horse. Steadily she has been upgrading 
her stock. The majority of the horses she 
raises are for the sales, although she races 
one or two on occasion with trainer Lee Mc¬ 
Henry on the Maryland circuit. She also 
plans to purchase a few stallion shares over 
the next few years. 

When I saw the story on Mrs. Worthing¬ 
ton and Jameela in The Maryland Horse I 
was greatly encouraged. It's wonderful to 
see a small breeder come up with a top horse. 

"I have bred some pretty good horses, but 
nothing outstanding—not even a restricted 
stakp winner. But I've got a horse like Ja- 
meela in my dreams."

From Laurel-area churches the 52-year- 
old Gregory, Maryland's first race track 
chaplain, has solicited between 300 and 400 
Christmas gifts, perhaps the only ones some 
hotwalkers and grooms will receive. 

Gregory is a Baptist preacher, married for 
31 years, the father of three grown children 
and grandfather of one. He is not at all like 
the hellfire-and-brimstone preachers heard 
on Sunday morning radio; rather he is a 
cross between Father Mulcahy of M.A.S.H. 
and Bing Crosby in My Way. After

lui A/ years, nedecided 
to become a race track chaplain, walking into 
an environment full of problems far different 
from those of ordinary churchgoers. 

The backstretch is Gregory's mission field. 
He IS one of 20 chaplains serving 40 race 
fracks in J4^ates. His salary is paid by the 
Race Track Chaplaincy of America, which is 
national and local divisions of the 
Hbl A, the race tracks and some churches. 


I re^y feel for those people," Gregory 
said. They are migrants; they're lonely, 
bored; they get themselves into trouble with 
drugs or alcohol. There's no one around here 
to counsel them or be a friend. 


"But more than that, I also want to bring 
the Lord to them. Many of these people have 
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no self-image, self-worth. But God has a 
plan for every individual and knowing that 
lifts them. The church has neglected them 
and we are here to help them." 

While Chaplain Gregory's job is spiritual, 
his work is practical. In his office, a dormi- 
torv room beside Bowie's track kitchen, are 
bags full of winter clothing he distributes to 
the needy. After his weekly prayer services 
refreshments, usually sandwiches and 
punch, are served. "Food helps boost at¬ 
tendance," he said. 

As a counselor he spoke in behalf of a 
groom during a stewards' hearing, helping 
the man gain another chance instead of be¬ 
ing ruled off. When another groom came to 
him seeking help in getting back together 
with his wife, Gregory contacted the man's 
wife and, after the man agreed to conditions 
set by her, they were reunited. 

Frecjuently he visits local hospitals, check¬ 
ing on injured or ailing jockeys, trainers and 
stable workers. Several evenings a week he 
provides transportation to Alcoholics An- 
nonymous meetings. 

Many of his good deeds go unnoticed. But 
contribution has attracted attention. 

Gregory is a chalk artist. Not to be con¬ 
fused with a bookmaker, he has drawn sev¬ 
eral thousand chalk sketches carrying a re¬ 
ligious theme. 


He makes a 40" by 50" sketch in less than 
15 minutes. While he works a tape plays 
gospel music and a sermon for the audience. 
To heighten the effect, the sketches are 
drawn with colored and fluorescent chalks, 
which are brightly illuminated by a black 
light and assorted colored lights. 

His chalk artistry has been exhibited in 
several states, aboard a cruise ship, in the 
Bahamas and in the jungles of Brazil. He is a 
largely self-taught artist, although as a teen¬ 
ager he enrolled in a month-long pencil 
drawing course. His sketches fill the recrea¬ 
tion room walls and at the conclusion of each 
meeting a free lottery is held to give them 
away. 

In addition to chalk artistry and prayer 
services, Gregory provides "entertainment 
with a message."

For example, at a recent service, A1 Letle, a 
professing bom again Christian and member 
of the starting gate crew, volunteered to 
demonstrate his karate skills. The second- 
degree black belt, aided by two fellow as¬ 
sistant starters, broke several concrete blocks 
with his bare hands. A1 credits Jesus for pro¬ 
viding him with the necessary concentration. 

Then there is Chris Napolitano, a Bowie, 
Md., resident, who recalled for listeners a 
harrowing experience he shared with two 
others while sailing 100 miles off the coast of 
Florida. When their sailboat began sinking 
they were stranded for four days and nights 
in a mbber life raft without food or water. 
Suffering from dehydration and starvation, 
they managed to fend off a shark attack be¬ 
fore being rescued by a tanker. Chris was 
born again by the experience. 

As a Yuletide special Gregory had a gospel 
folk group of nearly 20 from a nearby Pre¬

sbyterian church perform Christmas carols. 
The services were attended by approximate¬ 
ly 30 to 40 people. 

When Reverend Gregory decided to come 
to Maryland last spring he received some 
helpful advice from Reverend Homer Tri- 
cules, tutor and close friend who is a New 
Jersev race track chaplain. 

"The race track is a lonely and discourag¬ 
ing ministry," said Rev. Tricules. "Things- 
will occur that you don't know how to deal 
with, that they don't teach you in school. 
You'll be all alone and will probably experi¬ 
ence some depression during the first few 
weeks." 

How did Tricules recommend he handle 
the depression? "Pray a lot," he said. 

Said Gregory of his ministry, "I realize 
that the impact I have on the life of a man on 
the backstretch is minimal. The men will bas¬ 
ically always be the same. 

"You must change a person's heart if 
things are to change. And only Jesus Christ 
can do that." □

Bill Passmore's Father 
Was Top 'Chase Jockey

When Billy Passmore was eight years old, his father 
had no qualms about allowing him to gallop horses on the 
race track. At 15, Passmore lied about his age and obtained a 
jockey's license with the help of his old man. Now that his 
son is 48, still currently one of the top jockeys in the country 
with 3,000 loins behind him, William L. Passmore has 
changed his mind. 

"I wish he'd quit," comments the senior Passmore. 


Bill (William J.) Passmore opens 
the door of his home in Laurel (Md.) leaning 
on one crutch. He gave up the other crutch 
two weeks ago; this one will go in a few days. 

Yes, he is recovering nicely from that spill 
at Bowie last September, the one where a 
horse fell on top of him and fractured his 
pelvis in four places. He plans to go back to 
riding in January. Painful? Well, it probably 
hurt more in the beginning than the broken 
back he sustained three years ago. But noth¬ 
ing hurts now. Actually, nothing ever hurts 
him, except when he happens to be getting 
over some recent injury. 

Patiently, he repeats his answer to what he 
has come to call "The Question." Bill Pass- 
more will go on riding as long as he is doing 
well and feeling well. 

One week later, 1 seek out his 71-year-old 
father in Seaford (Del.). It isn't easy locating 
the house trailer where he lives alone, en¬ 
cased in a maze of other mobile homes. But 
the family resemblance is so strong that I 
probably could have picked Passmore's 
father out of a crowd. 

A retired trainer and steeplechase jockey 
himself, Mr. Passmore says his son's attitude 
toward riding goes back to early childhood. 
While other youngsters played with toys. 


Billy Passmore would be out with his pony. 
He was a quiet child who never gave his 
parents any problems and brought home 
straight A's on his report cards. When his 
mother did the laundry he used to insist that 
she leave his clean clothes on his bed. He 
folded them and put them away himself, 
arranging everything exactly the way he 
wanted it. He spent a lot more time with 
adults than he did with children, showing a 
willingness to learn that had a way of captur¬ 
ing men's attention. 

Asked if any one factor could be most re¬ 
sponsible for Bill Passmore's eventual suc¬ 
cess, Mr. Passmore responds: "I think it was 
me. I gave him the opportunity." 

Mr. Passmore rode and trained for Bayard 
Sharp throughout most of Billy's childhood; 
the Passmores lived in a house on Mr. 
Sharp's farm near Middletown (Del.). 

Five feet, four and a half inches tall (actu¬ 
ally his son is a half inch taller than he is), Mr. 
Passmore had gotten into racing mainly be¬ 
cause of his size. He was one of ten children, 
brought up on a farm near Unionville, (Pa.)! 
His father, Charles Passmore, a supervisor 
for the state highway administration, was an 
avid foxhunter who kept his own pack of 
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the son

hounds. Mr. Passmore started foxhunting 
with his father at the age of five or six. 
Through regular outings with the nearby 
Cheshire Hounds, William L. Passmore be¬ 
came known to MFH W. Plunket Stewart 
who took note of his size and found him his 
first job as an exercise boy for George D. 
Widener. He was then 14 years old. 

At 16, under contract to Justa Farm, he 
became a jockey on the flat, a career that 
lasted until weight problems forced him to 
turn to steeplechase riding three years later. 
Throughout the next 18 years William L. 
Passmore rode jumping races up and down 
the East Coast, winning "every stakes there 
was except the (American) Grand National." 

Also a trainer for most of those years, Mr. 
Passmore conditioned horses for Morris Dix¬ 
on, John Sanford and the great show ring 
rider Deborah Rood, who introduced him to 
Bayard Sharp. 

"I started Mr. Sharp in the racing game," 
recounts Mr. Passmore. "He said he'd like to 
get a few horses. The first year he was in 
business we won the Grand National with 
Speculate." 

(Mr. Passmore says he also helped Mr. 
Sharp's current trainer, Charlie Peoples, get 



into racing. Peoples drove the truck that de¬ 
livered gasoline to the Sharp farm. He ex¬ 
pressed such an interest in learning about 
horses that Mr. Passmore put him on as an 
exercise boy.) 

In 1941, when Mr. Passmore went to work 
for Mr. Sharp as a combined trainer/rider/ 
farm manager, his employer built him a new 
house. Although Mr. Passmore left in 1955, 
after what he calls a misunderstanding, he 
continues to praise Mr. Sharp as one of the 
"nicest men in racing." 

On the 260-acre Sharp farm, Mr. Passmore 
had lots of leeway as to the things he could 
allow young Bill to do. Billy was schooling 
jumpers on a regulation course at age 12 or 
13. (Although it should be mentioned that 
Passmore has never ridden a steeplechase as 
a jockey.) 

"Speculate had broken down by then, and 
I'd put Billy on him out front for the others to 
follow," says Mr. Passmore. 

The future jockey often hunted with near¬ 
by Vicmead when Mrs. Richard C. duPont 
was Master. 

"From the time he first started exercising 
horses I knew he'd be a rider," adds Mr. 
Passmore. "He could judge pace when he 
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Passmores continued 

was 13 or 14 years old; you'd ask him to do a 
half-mile in 50 and he wouldn't miss by 
much." 

When steeplechase rider Tommy Roby 
came to work for the Sharp stable in the early 
1940's, Mr. Passmore had given up riding 
races himself. Then Roby had a spill that was 
to leave him paralyzed for the rest of his life 
(22V 2 years), and Mr. Passmore went back to 
riding for Mr. Sharp. 

"Everybody condemned the horse, 
named Knight's Quest, which Roby had 
been injured riding. But 1 knew he was a 
good horse," comments Mr. Passmore. "I 
went back to prove 1 was right, and we end¬ 
ed up winning the Temple Gwathmey." 

In 1948, however, Mr. Sharp insisted that 
Passmore's work on the farm was too valu¬ 
able for him to risk injuries on the track. So 
he gave up riding for good. 

That same year, Billy rode his first race. 

The horse, Minneapolis, had been broken 
as a yearling by Billy, and he was easy to 
ride. Mr. Passmore says he knew his son was 
ready that day at old Jamaica race track in 
New York. 

Before the race he instructed Billy to hit the 
horse twice, and the young rider did exactly 
as he was told. He won by a neck. Later in 
the jockey's room Mr. Passmore asked Billy 
why he hadn't hit the horse one more time, 
at the sbcteenth pole. 

"He said, 'Because 1 knew 1 had the other 
horse beat,' " recalls Mr. Passmore. "Arcaro 
was standing there, and he said he'd never 
heard an apprentice talk like that before. Ar¬ 
caro has been a good booster for Billy ever 
since." 

When Alfred G. Vanderbilt bought Billy's 
contract a few months later, Mr. Passmore 
flew out to California with him, to help him 
get settled. From the age of 15, the rider 
would never look to his father for financial 
support again. 

After brief stints with Mr. Vanderbilt, Dol¬ 
ly Byers, and Mrs. F. Ambrose Qarke, 
young Passmore began free-lancing up and 
down the East Coast. "Back then trainers

didn't use apprentices much. It was tough 
getting started," comments Passmore. 

Bill and his wife, Charlene, got married in 
1955 while he was riding the New England 
circuit for Jimmy Rowan, who trained for the 
Labrots. Within ten years. Bill and Charlene 
had seven children. They moved to Mary¬ 
land in 1960, when New England racing ap¬ 
peared to be going downhill. 

"There were a lot of discouraging times 
during those years," says Passmore. "In 
1963, when I had just signed the papers to 
build the house we're living in now, I fell the 
next day and broke my leg. I won on the first 
horse I rode when I got back but they dis¬ 
qualified me. I just walked out of the (jock¬ 
eys') room and said I quit. 

"I was discouraged. I was doing okay but I 
wasn't doing well enough to feed my fam¬ 
ily." 

Over the next 18 months Passmore 
worked as a valet in the jockeys' room and 
galloped horses in the mornings for Buddy 
Delp. "I always knew I'd go back," he says. 
"I really wanted to ride. The first meeting I 
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rode after I went back Jesse Davidson and I 
tied for leading rider at Marlboro." 

Although he believes nothing significant 
has changed about the way he rides, Pass¬ 
more's stock has risen steadily since his re¬ 
turn to riding. Remarkably, the biggest tum- 
ing point in his career arrived when he was 
over 40, at the time trainer King Leatherbury 
began using him in about 1975. 

"When you ride for someone like that 
who's super successful and you're winning a 
lot of races for him, you pick up other good 
ones too," explains Passmore. "This year 
would probably have been my best; I've rid¬ 
den a lot of super horses for a lot of super 
people." 

Last year he won about 200 races; the year 
before he won about 250. Each year he rides 
between 1,200 and 1,500 horses. 


"So many boys go two or three days with¬ 
out winning and get so discouraged," re¬ 
marks Passmore, shaking his head. "You 
can't give up; you have to keep trying. I think 
it takes persistence for anyone to be success¬ 
ful. No matter what you're doing, you have 
to give it your all." 

Passmore's father takes great pride in his 
own accomplishments, but he conveys noth¬ 
ing similar to Bill's single-minded determi¬ 
nation. 

After leaving Mr. Sharp in 1955, Mr. Pass- 
more maintained a public stable for six years. 
Then he retired to form a construction busi¬ 
ness in Wildwood’ N.J. "I went in with a guy 
who done me out of all my money," he re¬ 
marks. He's been retired since 1963. 

He and his wife, Catherine, Billy's mother, 
separated around the time the construction 
business failed, but they have never di- 
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Passmores continued 

vorced and they remain good friends. She 
lives in Wildwood, N.J., where she operated 
a beauty parlor until about five years ago. Bill 
Passmore has two sisters; Katherine Lagon, 
who lives in North Cape May, N.}., and Pa¬ 
tricia Lineweber, of San Diego, Calif. 

Although neither of his daughters is in¬ 
volved with horses, the senior Passmore re¬ 
cently bought a Quarter Horse for his 11- 
year-old granddaughter Geegee Lagon. He 
plans to spend two or three days a week 
teaching her "the fine points of riding" and 
taking her to shows. 

Mr. Passmore, who is in good health, ad¬ 
mits loneliness is one of his biggest prob¬ 
lems. He moved to Seaford four years ago to 



be near his sister, whose husband had re¬ 
cently undergone open heart surgery. 

He talks to his son on the phone two or 
three times a week but rarely goes to watch 
him ride, since he does not like to travel the 
relatively long distances from Delaware to 
the Maryland tracks. 

Bill Passmore's seven children now range 
in age from 25 to 15. The three oldest, who 
are girls, have all married jockeys. Patty, 25, 
who sells real estate in California, just got 
divorced from Darrel McHargue. Cathleen, 
24, a dental hygienist in Laurel, is married to 
Gunnar Lindberg. And Sharon, 23 and a hair 
dresser, is living at home after her separation 
from Mike Torre. "If Td been a doctor I guess 
they'd all have married doctors," remarks 
Passmore. 

His father regrets that none of his grand¬ 
children have become jockeys. The reason is 
that both of Passmore's sons are too large. 
Billy, 21, works in the racing secretary's of¬ 
fice and is ambitious about his career as a 
racing official. 

If jockey Bill Passmore were to stop riding 
one day soon and become a racing official, 
his father would be very pleased. "I think 
he'd make a good official," says Mr. Pass- 
more. 

But he also has faith in his son's judgment. 
In the late 1940's, Mr. Passmore flew and 
owned his own plane, using it to get to the 
tracks while he was training for Mr. Sharp. 

"Billy could fly, but his legs were too short 
to reach the rudder pedals," recalls Mr. Pass- 
more. "I used to take him with me a lot. The 
plane had dual controls, and he'd be sitting 
beside me, flying it along with me. I remem¬ 
ber one time we were flying back from Re- 
hoboth Beach; Mr. Sharp had a summer 
place down there. We flew into a tremend¬ 
ous storm near Middletown. We went back 
and landed at Dover. We waited an hour for 
the storm to pass and then we went home. 
He and I never were ones to push our 
luck." °

Ex-Jock Tommy Lee 
Now Qerk Of Scales 


By Tom Yorke 


For two decades. Tommy Lee was one of 
the leading riders on the Maryland circuit. 

But today he is Laurel's clerk of scales. He 
hasn't ridden a race since July 21,1977, when 
a 2-year-old (Misty Malarkey) flipped with 
him. 

Lee received a crushed pelvis and internal 
injuries. He waged a lengthy battle to re¬ 
sume his riding career, but finally capitu¬ 
lated in June, 1979. 

"I had a great desire to get back in the 
saddle," Lee recalled. "I got up on a pony on 
the race track, letting him jog and canter a 
little bit. But the pain got increasingly worse, 
and 1 knew I'd never make it." 

It was then that Tommy began his career 
as an official. 

His first job was as a placing judge at Dela¬ 
ware Park in 1979. After a variety of assign¬ 
ments in Maryland, the 42-year-old native of 
Canton, China, was appointed clerk of scales 
for the 1981 summer meet at Pimlico. Now, 
he's in that same posihon at Laurel. 

"I like it here in Maryland, and I'm in my 
environment," says the clerk of scales. 

"The riders here are pretty good," the 
dark-haired Lee said, the statement apply¬ 
ing to all four Maryland tracks. 

"Oh, they might try to cut comers," con¬ 
cedes Lee, with only a trace of a smile. "They 
might try to use light boots or girths when 


they weigh out before a race, but I don t 
allow them to do that. 

"Sometimes a rider will try to put his 
hands on the scales to register a lower weight 
reading," he said, "but I make them face me. 
When they face me, they can't read the 
scales." 

Lee reports to the track at 7:15, making 
sure jockeys' calls are straight and that 
everything in the jocks' room is in order for 
that day's race program. 

"If there are any late scratches, I have to 
notify the stewards and inform the different 
racing departments." 

Lee's job calls for him to take any over¬ 
weights and to prepare a scale sheet which 
lists all jockeys' weights before and after a 
race in which they ride and give it to the 
calculating room. 

He also calls track announcer Dick Wool- 
ley with any jockey changes and over¬ 
weights. Woolley informs the track patrons 
of the changes via the public address system. 

For his 20 years as a jockey, Lee's goal was 
to get his mount across the finish line first. 
Now it's to get all jockeys, after they have 
weighed out with their riding equipment, 
out of the jocks' room and into the paddock 
in time for the post parade. 

Once a leading rider on the Maryland circuit, 
Chinese-bom Tommy Lee was grounded 

after suffering a crushed plevis in a 1977 spill. 
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As clerk of scales, he is responsible for the 
jockeys' room and its decorum. 

Soon after reporting each morning, Lee 
posts a notice in the racing secretary's office 
which lists overweights and jockey changes, 
or changes in racing colors as compared with 
those as stated in the official program. 
Throughout the program, he is required to 
supply all racing officials with all pertinent 
changes. 

His daily routine includes checking the 
notice board to make sure that everything is 
in order, that there is a rider for every horse 
scheduled to run. 

"During the course of the morning, the 
jockeys' agents will come into the jocks' 
room and recheck with me to make sure that 
their riders are available. Anything can hap¬ 
pen to them—they can be taken off a horse 
because they are hurt or sick." 

Throughout a typical conversation with 
Lee in the clerk of scales' room, which he 
shares with jockeys' room custodian Calvin 


Myers, the telephone rings. The calls are 
from other track officials, or from trainers of 
horses trying to talk with their "boys." 

Lee's duties also include weighing out be¬ 
fore a race (and weighing in after a race) all 
girl riders. 

"The boys are covered up, and the girls 
come in here to be weighed with their equip¬ 
ment," Lee said. "There's no problem." 

Lee, himself, has gained no weight since 
he stopped riding. But he's no longer a fit 
person. 

"I've gotten soft. I'm not solid anymore," 
he said. "I used to get up in the morning and 
gallop horses. Then I'd go out and play ten¬ 
nis or jog. In the afternoons I'd ride my races. 

"In the summertime, I'd go back out and 
play tennis until 9 at night. I'd play tennis 
with anybody, anywhere, anytime." 

Is he good at tennis? 

"I played," Lee answered, honestly as al¬ 
ways. □

A little man with lots of class was hon¬ 
ored last month at Laurel. 

Nick Shuk, a jockey for the past 35 years, 
has ridden nearly 2,700 winners. He wants 
to reach 3,000.

Mr. Rooney, owner of the Pittsburgh 
Steelers, gave Nick a wristwatch on which 
he had inscribed: "Keep the Faith." 

On that score, Nick will have no trouble. □

Century Prince Retired 


Multiple stakes winner Century Prince has 
been retired to stud at Kimball C. Firestone's 
Glenstone Farm. The 3-year-old son of Rol¬ 
licking and the Bold Effort mare Rhombus 
scored in four stakes and earned $113,935, 
never finishing worse than second in eight 
starts. 


As the 1980 runner-up to Maryland-bred 
juvenile colt champion Travelling Music, 
Century Prince tallied in four of five starts by 
an aggregate victory margin of nearly 20 
lengths. He collected victories in the Lans- 
dale G. Sasscer and Senatorial Stakes and 
the Maryland Futurity. His lone defeat as a 
2-year-old came at the hands of heralded 
Cure the Blues in the second division of the 
Marlboro Nursery Stakes. On the Experi¬ 
mental Handicap he was rated at 115 pounds. 

As a 3-year-old Century Prince began his 
campaign with a narrow loss to What a Mi¬ 
chael in the E. Palmer Heagerty Stakes. Go¬ 
ing off at l-to-5, he set all the pace before 
being upset by a neck. He then won the 
Hirsch Jacobs Stakes by five lengths in wire- 
to-wire fashion. In his next start, Mon¬ 
mouth's Select Handicap, he suffered a chip 
in his ankle, finishing second by % length to 
Quick Rotation on a sloppy track. He has not 
raced since. 


Kimball Eirestone is currently syndicating 
Century Prince for $10,000 per share. His 
stud fee has been set at $2,000 live foal. Cen¬ 
tury Prince will be joining second-year stal¬ 
lion Moleolus, a stakes-winning son of Key 
to the Mint, at Firestone's Middletown, Md., 
nursery. 

"When it became apparent that Century 
Prince was not 100 per cent," said Firestone, 
"the decision was made to retire him. He's 
too nice a colt to take a chance with, consid¬ 
ering the interest there is in him as a stallion 
prospect."

^hairman Bob Banning said that an elevator

"We'll probably run it up the back of the 
stands all the way to the roof," said Mosner.

She had fully 
intended for Frank (nicknamed Happy) to be her 
trainer, but he was killed in an automobile acci¬ 
dent before her first homebred (Boss Rube) at¬ 
tained racing age. With Happy gone, Mrs. Riggs 
turned to his brother, Billy. 

Time for Sailing's dam. Time for Mary, produced 
her final foal in 1976. The mare, 24, is a pensioner, 
being one of 12 horses Mrs. Riggs maintains at her 
farm. Time for Mary's last foal was a colt by Bold 
Favorite named Favonian. He made 11 starts 
without placing and has been made into a hunter. 
"I hunted him ^ith Potomac) for the first time last 
month," Says Mrs. Riggs. "He's under 15 hands 
and goes beautifully.

Christmas, president of the Maryland Sales Agen¬ 
cy, turned his training duties over to his son Biff 
after forming the sales company two years ago. 
Biff has two licensed trainers working with him—

present owner, Mrs. Dion K. Kerr. A decent sort 
at 2, Rectory earned $20,480 that season while 
finishing seventh in the Senatorial Stakes, a Mary¬ 
land-bred event transferred in 1979 to Pimlico be¬ 
cause of a suspension of racing at Laurel due to a 
dangerous racing strip. 

Rectory did not start again in a stakes race (al¬ 
though he won three allowance races as a 3-year- 
old) until Richard Nieminski entered him in the 
Grade II $150,000 Paterson Handicap at the Mead¬ 
owlands. As one of the lightweights (113 pounds) 
he was the second longest priced starter in the 
10-horse field. Amber Pass (123 pounds) was 
odds-on favorite and was coupled in the betting 
with Royal Hierarchy (114). Rectory at 22-1 came 
from seventh place in the mile and an eighth race 
to win by a half-length over Royal Hierarchy (also 
a Maryland-bred) while Amber Pass struggled 
home sixth. Rectory's earnings from that single 
race ($97,860) almost doubled his lifetime total. 

The King's Bishop colt is the first foal out of non¬ 
winner Ellis Island, a daughter of First Landing. 
The dam of Ellis Island is Aqua Nymph, dam of 
stakes winner Cup Bearer ($78,557), stakes-placed 
Aqua Belle ($78,116) and $119,663-eamer Whale. 
King's Bishop is a 12-year-old son of Round Table 
who stands at Windfields Farm, located a mile or 
two from the Odoms' Delaware-based Marydel 
Farm. The stallion (who in 1981 stood for a $25,000 
fee) has sired many stakes winners and is listed 
among the nation's top 50 stallions. His 1982 sta¬ 
tus is, however, quite clouded as the result of an 
injury sustained when kicked by a mare in the 
breeding shed last spring.

Northern Dancer, whose syndicate shareholders 
recently decided to turn down a $40 million offer 
for him, is the sire of one of Europe's best 2-year- 
old fillies.

Defeated once in six starts, A Magic Spray ap¬ 
pears to be the best male horse ever bred by his 
/V-year-old owner, John A. Manfuso. Mr. Man¬ 
fuso, former national president of the HBPA, is 
retired from his drug business but still maintains 
from 30 to 40 horses at his Osufnam Farm near 
Westminster. His 2-year-old gelding A Magic 
Spray descends from the broodmare Alluring (a 
foal of 1946) who was one of Manfuso's first 


broodmares. Alluring (the only foal of her dam 
True Tune) produced the excellent stakes-win- 
ning mare All Brandy for Manfuso, and A Double 
Spray (the dam of A Magic Spray) is one of that 
mare's daughters. Manfuso, in other words, is the 
breeder-owner of A Magic Spray's first three 
dams. He also stands the stallion Salt Spray who 
is A Magic Spray's maternal grandsire. 

Although he stands several other stallions at his 
Osufnam Farm (his particular favorite today is 
Joyful Charger, a 6-year-old by ^Daryl's Joy out of 
Kit's Charger who stands for $1,000), Mr. Man¬ 
fuso occasionally sends a mare to an outside stal¬ 
lion. Such was the case in 1978 when A Double 
Spray came into season. He chose Anticipating at 
™len Polinger's farm in Olney at a $2,000 fee. The 
resulting foal is A Magic Spray—perhaps the best 
Maryland-bred 2-year-old colt of the 1981 season. 

Two of A Magic Spray's five victories have been in 
added-money races—the $40,000 Marlboro Nur¬ 
sery and the $30,000 Senatorial Stakes. His most 
impressive performance so far was his 10-length 
score in the Senatorial. The Toughy Hacker- 
trained gelding improved with every race up until 
the Maryland Futurity was run on November 26 at 
Laurel. Installed 1-5 favorite, he finished last—ap¬ 
parently the victim of some sort of respiratory 
problem. 

Anticipating is a 17-hand son of Bold Ruler. He 
was acquired for stud duty by the late Milton 
Polinger in time for the 1976 breeding season. 
After Mr. Polinger's death in December of that 
year, his widow syndicated the stallion while 
making certain that he remained at Polinger Farm 
for stud duty. The horse has proved an outstand¬ 
ing success, his 1982 stud fee having been raised 
to $7,000.

In 1973, 
when the stakes-winning son of Rambunctious 
entered stud, his fee was a modest $1,500. Nine 
years later, after having sired 13 stakes winners, 
his fee has increased to $10,0(X). 

In 1981 alone Bond has conditioned two Rollicking 
stakes performers. Happy Hooligan and Laugh¬ 
ing Gull, a colt and filly, respectively. Money won 
by these two juveniles comprise the bulk of the 
earnings which made Rollicking Maryland's lead¬ 
ing sire of 2-year-olds. He ranks 21st on the na¬ 
tional 2-year-old sires list. 

Laughing Gull scored her initial added-money de¬ 
cision in Pimlico's Toddler Stakes. After three 
consecutive stakes placings, she tallied in Bowie's 
Kinderprten Stakes, and then in the Meadow- 
lands' Holly Stakes, her first added-money vic¬ 
tory in open company. 

In the Kindergarten Stakes Laughing Gull en¬ 
countered sue Maryland-bred rivals, including 
stakes-placed Dynamo Dotty and Artful Girl. 
Rushea to the front. Laughing Gull gained the 
lead after three furlongs and in deep stretch 
fended off the late charge of Dynamo Dotty for a 
head victory.

Raymond E. Vogelman Jr.'s hard-knocking mare 
Run Em Up collected her second career stakes 
decision in Laurel's supporting feature on the Se- 
lima card, the $20,000 Debby's Turn Handicap. 
Three years ago Run Em Up won her first stakes 
race when she defeated Danger Bearing and Silver 
Ice in the 1978 Free State Stakes. Although Run 
Em Up has won eight races since, the Debby's 
Turn Handicap was only her second stakes score. 

Earlier this year Vogelman risked his stakes-win- 
ning mare in a $150,000 claiming race at Belmont 
(as well as her entrymate, Rejuvavate, who won 
the race), but there were no takers. The 6-year-old 
Count Brook mare is nearing the end of a lengthy 
career in which she has started 88 times—an in¬ 
credible number for a black type mare today— 
earning $165,171. 

In the Debby's Turn Handicap nine fillies and 
mares contested the seven-furlong race, including 
stakes winners Lady Dean and Lady Jove. Lady 
Dean set the pace until midstretch when Run Em 
Up collared ner at the sixteenth pole and then 
drew off to a 1'A-length victory. Lady Dean was 
disqualified for crossing in front of the fourth 
place finisher Lively Star (moved up to third by 
the stewards) and placed fourth by the stewards. 

Apparently Ray Vogelman has found a nick be¬ 
tween his mare Many Points and the stallion 
Count Brook. Many Points has seven foals of rac¬ 
ing age, all sired by him. Among her get are the 
winners Tote Em Up ($79,060), Count Em Up 
($49,061), Ring Em Up ($29,206), Tilghmans Isle 
($25,375) and Point Em Up (^,300). 

One of the more underrated sires in Maryland, 
Count Brook has sired four stakes winners. He 
stands for $1,000 at Vogelman's Spring Valley 
Farm.

Maryland is a state known for producing some of 
the finest distaff performers of all time. Fillies like 
Gallorette, Politely, Alma North, Twixt, What a 
Summer, Pearl Necklace, Smart Angle and Heav¬ 
enly Cause were foaled and raised here. As great 
as those fillies were, their earnings have been sur¬ 
passed by Jameela, who achieved the feat in 
slightly less than three full seasons. 

Following Jameela's latest stakes victory, the 
Grade 1 Ladies Handicap, Joe Hirsch wrote, "Ja¬ 
meela's performance in the Ladies was one of the 
very best of her remarkable career. She ran hard 
all the way, sinking the favored Love Sign in the

earnings to $763,933, and Peter Brant appears to 
have landed a bargain when he bought her earlier 
this fall for $840,000."

Not 
until the final 50 yards of the six-furlong contest 
did she grudgingly give way to Privacy, who 
scored a %-length decision. Beaten sbc lengths for 
second by Lava Bobbin was Contrary Rose. Run¬ 
ning time for the race was 1:12.

It is fairly common for owners to name their hors¬ 
es and farms after themselves by simply spelling 
their last name backwards. Osufnam Farm, for 
instance, is owned by John Manfuso. The stakes 
winners Mr. Redoy and George Navonod are 
named for F.J. Yoder and George Donovan, re¬ 
spectively. Occasionally a horse's name spelled 
backwards isn't very complimentary. Tar Wedrap 
spelled backwards is Rat Pardew. 

All this talk about horses' names spelled back¬ 
wards is in honor of Mr. Eldag's graduation into 
stakes-winning ranks. The 6-year-old horse is 
named for a male member of breeder Anne 
Gadle's family. Mr. Eldag finished first in a field of 
eight contesting the $15,000 Governor's Cup 


Stakes at Lincoln State Fair in Nebraska. This year 
he has been a model of consistency on the Ne¬ 
braska circuit (where purse money is paid to fifth 
place finishers). In 11 of his 12 races he has picked 
up a check. 

Mr. Eldag is the first foal from the *Young Em¬ 
peror mare Emperor's Choice. He is by Salem, 
who stood at Sagamore Farm at the time of his 
conception. Salem has since moved to Blue Ridge 
Farm, near Upperville, Va. Emperor's Choice has 
produced two other foals of racing age, both by 
Mr. Prospector. Emperor's Gold ($63,386) is her 
only other starter. Sne has also produced Young 
Prospector, formerly Young Eldag, an unraced 
3-year-old who was a $60,000 graduate of the 1979 
Selected New York-Bred Yearling Sale.

Fourbros Stable was created in 1973 with the pur¬ 
chase of an unraced 2-year-old named Crackerfax. 
That filly (by Salt Spray out of Tufax) went on to 
win two stakes ana $129,019. Later (1976) Four¬ 
bros bought a yearling named Shelter Half (for 


$14,500). He won sue stakes and $236,337. And 
now the third stakes winner for Fourbros is St. 
Chrisbee—a 2-year-old gelding which Fourbros 
bred. 

Despite the name, Fourbros is not a four-brother 
partnership. It is, instead, two sets of two broth¬ 
ers—Bob and Tom Manfuso and George and 
Geoffrey Humely. The Manfusos are not related 
to the Huguelys. 

Bob Manfuso, spokesman for the stable, reports 
that St. Chrisbee's dam, Suebee, was purchased 
from Jim Lewis at the 1977 MHBA Two-Year-Olds 
in Training sale at Timonium for $17,000. Suebee 
won her first start, then bowed in her next effort. 
She is by Rainy Lake and is her dam's only foal. St. 
Chrisbee (by Christopher R.) is Suebee's first foal. 
She also has a yearling by Northern Jove and a 
weanling by T.V. Commercial. She is in foal to 
Shelter Half who is now syndicated and stands at 
Glade Valley Farms. Fouroros retains 10 shares in 
the 36-share syndicate. 

The Fourbros horse inventory today includes sbe 
2-year-olds, seven yearlings, three weanlings and 
nine broodmares. Included among the yearlings is 
a Nashua colt purchased in August at Saratoga for 
$225,000. The stable maintains most of its breed¬ 
ing stock at Tom Patterson's Meadow Creek Farm 
near Finksburg. 

St. Chrisbee gained his first stakes victory in the 
Lansdale G. Sasscer, performing as 2-1 favorite. 
(He was, however, beaten later in the Bowie meet¬ 
ing in the Marlboro Nursery by A Magic Sray, 
owned and bred by John Manfuso, father of two of 
the four Fourbros owners). 

In his very next start St. Chrisbee annexed the 
second division of Charles Town's Tri-State Fu¬ 
turity, registering a neck score over Northrop. 
Finishing third, l^aten two lengths by Northrop, 
was Whimserella. The winner's time for the sev¬ 
en-furlong race was 1:29%.

Rspid turnover of broodmares is commonplace 
nowadays and a Maryland breeder epitomizing 
this philosophy is Charles R. McGinnes, of 
Thommar Farm. McGinnes frequently buys in 
foal broodmares at the fall sales, only to resell 
them one year later in foal to Thommar stallions. 


McGinnes feels there are two benefits from deal¬ 
ing with broodmares in this fashion. First of all, he 
is the breeder of foals by stallions other than those 
standing at Thommar and, secondly, Thommar 
stallions are annually bred to a variety of brood- 
fnares. McGinnes has also made a profit pinhook¬ 
ing broodmares. 


The winner of the first division of the Tri-State 
futurity was Roark, bred by McGinnes, who 
bought the dam of Roark, Colorcast, while she 
^as carrying the Roanoke Island stakes-winning 
colt at the 1978 Maryland Fall Mixed Sale. Like all 
horses eligible for the Tri-State, Roark was nomi¬ 
nated while still in utero. 



Roark was catalogued for the 1980 Eastern Fall 
Sale but was a $4,000 buyback, later being sold at 
the Winter Mixed Sale for $7,200. His purchaser 
^as trainer Gary L. Williams. Williams claims 
Roark is the best 2-year-old he has ever trained. 
Already the juvenile colt has scored in two races, 
earning nearly $40,000. 


Colorcast was sold in foal to Ambemash approxi- 
n^ately 15 months after being purchased by Mc- 
Cinnes for the same price which he originally paid 
for her—$10,000. 


Said Cynthia McGinnes, Charlie's wife, "Charles 
likes to buy and sell broodmares.

Winner of her first start by 12 lengths, David P. 
Reynolds' Lady Dean has demonstrated stakes 
potential from the outset of her career. The 3-year- 
old daughter of Lord Gaylord and the Traffic 
Judge mare Lady Provost, unraced last year, won 
her first three races by an aggregate total of 24 
lengths. In her eighth start, she scored her initial 
black type decision in the Silver Ice Stakes, the 
supporting feature on the Laurel Futurity card. 

Contesting the inaugural mnning of the Silver Ice 
was a field of seven, including stakes winners 
Veiled Look, Lady Jove and Artful Dart. Lady 
Dean took the pace shortly after the start and 
opened up a length advantage after a quarter mile. 
Steadily increasing her margin, she held a IV 2 - 
length lead entering the stretch and won by two 
lengths over Lady Jove, who finished a nose the 
better of Lady Capade. 

Lady Dean is the fourth winner produced from 
Lady Provost, herself a winner of four races and 
placed in the New York Handicap. Lady Provost is 
also dam of the Kauai King fillies Kauai Lady 
($14,792) and Kauai Belle ($16,721), as well as the 
Be Somebody colt Be Somebody's Son ($13,562). 
The 21-year-old mare has an unraced 2-year-old 
full sister to Lady Dean named Small Gaylord. 

On the same day that Lady Dean tallied in the 
Silver Ice another daughter of Lord Gaylord de¬ 
buted in impressive fashion.

Howard W. Clark 

Howard W. Clark, a former president of 
the Maryland State Fair and Agricultural So¬ 
ciety, died from a heart attack last month at 
age 75. A resident of Glenelg, Mr. Qark was 
Timonium's president from 1962 through 
1973. Earlier, he had been president of the 
Howard County Fair. 

Mr. Clark was a lifelong farmer, raising 
beef and dairy cattle as well as Sicilian don¬ 
keys as a hobby. 

He had, during the 1950's, served as a 
Howard county commissioner and in 1960 
was elected to the Democratic State Central 
Committee for Howard county. 

Albert Shuger 

Albert Shuger, a member of the Maryland 
Racing Commission from 1963 through 1968, 
died last month at his home in Fort Lauder¬ 
dale, Fla. Mr. Shuger was 85. 

Prior to his retirement, Mr. Shuger headed 
a family-owned Baltimore paint company. 
He was a major contributor to state leyel 
political campaigns and seryed three times 
as a delegate to the Republican national con- 
yention. 

William I. Patterson 

Retired trainer William I. Patterson died 
last month following a long illness. Mr. Pat¬ 
terson owned 46-acre Hillside Farm near the 
Bowie race track and, until recent years, op¬ 
erated it as a breeding and training farm. 

The 79-year-old horseman stood the stal¬ 
lions Danherst, Prince Jay and War Age at 
his farm during the 1960's. More recently, he 
ran a horse trailer sales agency. 

One of seyen children, he was bom in 
Waynesburg (Pa.) where he went to work in 
the coal mines at age 14. He later seryed in 
the Nayy for 14 years (1923 to 1937) and then 
became a policeman for the Office of the 
Interior in Washington. He retired in 1949 as

a lieutenant and then deyoted all of his ener¬ 
gies to his horses. 

Mr. Patterson's career as a trainer began in 
1950 and ended in 1971.

Horse Auction Survey 

By Kimball C. Firestone 
Chairman, Sales Committee 


By a two to one margin, Maryland's horse breeders believe that auction 
sales in Maryland do not meet the industry's needs. 

This opinion was established last month when 133 breeder-owner mem¬ 
bers of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association responded to a question¬ 
naire mailed to them by Kimball C. Firestone, chairman of the association's 
sales committee. 

The strong response coincides with the opinion of the MHBA's board of 
directors. And as a result of this negative appraisal of Maryland auctions, the 
MHB A will change auction company partnerships in 1982. 

On February 14 the Maryland Sales Agency (headed by William G. 
Christmas) will conduct for the first time an auction in partnership with the 
MHB A. The contract between the organizations is for 10 years. 


With wi(de-ranging comments, revealing 
optimism and hope mixed with realism and 
occasional bitterness, Maryland horse breed¬ 
ers responded enthusiastically to a recent 
survey conducted by the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association. 


The purpose of the survey, initiated by the 
MHBA's board of directors, was to deter¬ 
mine membership attitudes toward the sales 
situation in Maryland, to investigate the fac¬ 
tors which cause many to sell out of state and 
to solicit suggestions on how things might be 
changed in Maryland's favor. 

Approximately 130 members of the associ¬ 
ation took time to complete and return the 
survey. Many added detailed comments, 
and some even supplemented the survey 
with letters. 

In summary, the survey revealed that 1. 
breeders consider the strength of sales to be 
extremely important to the strength of the 
industry as a whole, 2. they do not feel that 
the current sales effort is adequately meeting 
the needs of state breeders and 3. they over¬ 
whelmingly agree that steps can and should 
be taken to improve the situation. 


Statistically, the results of the survey 
questions were as follows: 

1. In general, do you feel that horse sales 
in Maryland: 

a. meet the needs of the state breeders 
adequately - 34% 

b. do not meet these needs - 66% 

2. As it relates to the overall strength of 
the industry, do you feel that having 
strong local sales is: 

a. very important - 89% 

b. somewhat important - 9% 

c. unimportant - 2% 

3. (Referring to the factors which prompt 
breeders to sell outside the state.) Do 
you think there are steps which can be 
taken to improve this situation in 
Maryland's favor? 

a. yes-94% 

b. no-6% 

4. With respect to selling horses in Mary¬ 
land, is the current level of breeders' 
bonus awards a significant factor in a 
decision to sell within the state? 
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a. definitely - 39% 

b. somewhat-38% 

c. no-23% 

5. Would you be more inclined to sell 
horses within the state if the sales com¬ 
pany showed more enthusiasm and be¬ 
came more involved with your selling 
effort? 

a. definitely - 73% 

b. might make some difference -18% 

c. no-9% 

6. Would you favor the creation of signif¬ 
icant ($100,000 and up) 2-year-old 
stakes for Maryland-breds? 

a. yes-70% 

b. no-30% 

7. If "yes", would your answer be the 
same if it required a shift of Maryland 
Fund stakes money? 

a. yes-64% 

b. no-36% 

In addition to the questions with answers 
Ihat could be measured statistically, there 
'^ere a number which required comments 
3nd opinions. Plenty of both were received. 

Most of those who responded to the ques¬ 
tion on why they sold out of state (having

been admonished not to say just "I can get 
more money") pointed out the variety of rea¬ 
sons they got more money. These reasons 
included both positive and negative factors 
ranging from "more buyers, more money 
and better quality horses" in Kentucky and 
Florida to "fewer buyers, less money and 
generally inferior horses" in Maryland. 

Beyond these very fundamental differ¬ 
ences, frequent references were made to 
such things as the quality of the facilities 
(including very specific comments on the 
parking situation at Timonium), the "lack of 
effective advertising and promotion," the in¬ 
difference of sales employees and the inabil¬ 
ity of Maryland breeders (and their leader¬ 
ship) to work together in a cohesive, effec¬ 
tive way. 

All was not doom and gloom, however. 
Many pointed out the fact that a good-look¬ 
ing Maryland-bred by a popular Maryland 
sire would sell just as well or better in the 
state as elsewhere. The limiting factor was 
considered by many to be the shortage of 
commercially attractive sires with enough 
appeal to attract out-of-state buyers, particu¬ 
larly those with major buying power. 

A number of comments were received re¬ 
garding the switch in sales companies from 
Fasig-Tipton to the Maryland Sales Agency. 

They were about evenly divided in the 
expressions of support for one or the other, 
with perhaps a bit more than half question¬ 
ing the wisdom of the change. 

Those who did question it, however, 
seemed generally to do so not because they 
thought Fasig-Tipton was doing such a won¬ 
derful job, but because they were uncertain 
about replacing a "known quantity" with an 
"unknown quantity." 

The indication was that the MSA has 
much to prove in order to convince many 
people that it can run a first-class sale, attract 
first-class horses and handle successfully all 
the administrative matters relating thereto. 

Particularly encouraging was the over¬ 
whelming majority (94%) who expressed 
optimism about the possibilities of improv¬ 
ing the situation. Many feel the key lies with 
making dramatic improvements in the 
Maryland racing picture, and that help in 
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Survey continued 

this regard must come from the legislature. 
The fact that other states have done it suc¬ 
cessfully was suggested as evidence that it 
can be done here too. 

As mentioned at the beginning, a tre¬ 
mendous number of comments and sugges¬ 
tions were offered. Following are excerpts 
from many of them, with an honest attempt 
to present the full range of opinions and 
points of view. 

First, some of the suggestions which dealt 
with the problem of how to improve the situ¬ 
ation: 

• "Get principal breeders to commit sev¬ 
eral quality animals to sales. If a large en¬ 
ough catalogue can be put together, with 
overall quality, buyers will come." 

• "Encourage Fasig-Tipton to turn over 
their sales to the Maryland Sales Agency be¬ 
fore the first 1982 sale." (This has been 
done.) 

• "Removing Fasig-Tipton from the 
Maryland market and replacing them with 
the MSA is going to set the Maryland market 
back 10 years." 

• "We need a better promotion campaign, 
more advertising." 

• "Encourage and make possible larger 
purses, better racing." 

• "Pay more attention to appearance of 
the sales area, upgrade parking, courtesy of 
the local staff, etc." 

• "Bend a few arms to keep Maryland 
breeders selling in Maryland." 

• "Geld 70-90% of the Maryland stal¬ 
lions." 

• "People like to be pampered and flat¬ 
tered. Our breeders organization should 
have a social event prior to the sales." 

• "We need off-track betting." 

• "I think the time is ripe in the Mid-At¬ 
lantic region to consider a regional concept." 

• "Don't advertise by saying, 'You get 
bargains at Timonium.'" 

• "Offer reduced or no sales commission 
on horses bought in." (This will be done, 
beginning with the Feb. 14 auction.) 

• "There must be more personal contact 
with buyers and consignors." 


• "The select sale should be more select, 
with heavy emphasis on conformation stan¬ 
dards." 

• "Maryland breeders should be directly 
involved with the sales agency as sharehold¬ 
ers and directors." 

• "The only real cure for the Maryland 
sales is to persuade the people with quality 
stock to sell in Maryland." 

• "We have a geographical advantage 
which should be exploited." 

In addition to the type of suggestions of¬ 
fered above, there were a number of more 
general comments, some of them quite 
lengthy, samples of which appear below: 

• "Now I am a bom and raised Maryland¬ 
er. I really want to do all my business in 
Maryland, but frankly, as far as Thorough¬ 
breds are concerned, nobody in Maryland 
seems to really give a damn . . . Show me a 
positive program like Ocala, and I will be the 
first to reverse my position." 

• "The whole make-up of this question¬ 
naire illustrates the inadequacy and the level 
of intelligence of the organization now at¬ 
tempting to be the guiding light of the Thor¬ 
oughbred industry in Maryland." 

• "We are very pleased with your present 
attitude concerning the sales of horses with¬ 
in the state. The progressive interest of the 
association is certainly evidenced by this sur¬ 
vey and your decision to replace Fasig-Tip¬ 
ton with the Maryland Sales Agency." 

• "Maryland has had a long heritage of 
quality horse breeding and classic racing. 
They have had every opportunity to main¬ 
tain leadership in this industry but appear to 
have lost the momentum required to stay 
competitive." 

• "I am convinced that an average Mary¬ 
land-bred will sell better in Maryland than in 
other states. A horse with a decent bottom 
line by one of our popular stallions will bring 
just as high a price here as anywhere. The 
trouble is that we don't have that many good 
commercial stallions available." 

• "The MHBA needs new blood, new 
ideas, new enthusiasm. The old guard is 
constantly perpetuated and stagnant."

• "I think it is most important to rotate 
director positions. Right now it seems very 
uninteresting to get your letters or voting 
cards as it all works out to the same old thing 
in the end." 

• "The Maryland Sales Agency has not 
exhibited the organization, the ability to cat¬ 
alogue thoroughly, nor the ability to com¬ 
municate with consignors and purchasers in 
a manner expected by the Maryland breed¬ 
er." 

• "What makes a good sale is getting your 
price and a cooperative congenial sales com¬ 
pany. Billy Christmas and his staff try to 
make the sale a pleasant experience, and you 
enjoy coming back and selling with Billy." 

• "I do not have the answers but I feel by 
sending out these questionnaires you are go¬ 
ing to get some good suggestions." 

• "Other states have done it, others are 
doing it. Why is Maryland so slow in recog¬ 
nizing that there is a solvable problem?" 

These are just samples, of course, of the 
many comments and suggestions which 


were offered. In an effort to put forth every 
divergent point of view, it is possible that the 
balance might appear somewhat different 
from the overall attitudes which the survey 
revealed. 

It is clear, however, that many people 
think the time has come for new attitudes 
and new directions, and that a better situa¬ 
tion can result. If this is to happen, it is equal¬ 
ly clear that it will only come as the result of 
determination and cooperation. □

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President's Report 


A meeting of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's Board of Directors was held 
October 27, 1981, in the MHBA's offices at 
201 West Padonia road, Timonium, Mary¬ 
land. 

The president, Douglas R. Small, called 
the meeting to order at 7:10 p.m. 

Present were: J. William Boniface, Frank 
A. Bonsai Jr., Fendall M. Qagett, Hal C.B. 
Qagett, Janon Fisher III, Joseph B. Hickey 
Jr., Jerold C. Hoffberger, J.W.Y. Martin Jr., 
John B. Merryman, Betty Shea Miller, John 
C. Mobberley, Douglas R. Small, Katharine 
M. Voss. 

Absent were: William G. Christmas, Kim¬ 
ball C. Firestone. 

The president noted that Jim Dresher was 
present as a guest and invited him to explain 
to the directors the purpose of his visit. Mr. 
Dresher thanked the president for the op¬ 
portunity afforded him and immediately 
showed a 15-minute film which detailed the 
background of the Ronald McDonald House 
which is being built in Baltimore. Following 
the showing of the film, Dresher further ex¬ 
plained the project as follows: 

"Briefly, the Ronald McDonald House is a 
home-away-from-home for the families of 
children with cancer, leukemia, and other 
life-threatening illnesses to stay while their 
children are hospitalized in area hospitals. 
The House is being built by a local group of 
volunteers primarily made up of doctors, 
concerned citizens, and parents of stricken 
children. They have banded together and, 
with the help of local McDonald's franchise 
owners, are constructing a 26-bedroom 
home to provide housing and a homelike 
environment to these families at a low cost— 
five dollars per night (the charge is waived if 
a family cannot afford to pay). Conveniently 


located near both John Hopkins and Univer¬ 
sity Hospitals, the House is presently under 
construction and is expected to open in the 
Spring of 1982. 

"The initial support by the Maryland 
Thoroughbred industry has been phenome¬ 
nal. Although the planning has just begun, 
we already have a list of donated stallion 
seasons that reads like a list of Who's Who in 
Maryland. The dinner-dance/auction prom¬ 
ises to be a major success. It will be an event 
from which everyone benefits: the Ronald 
McDonald House as the recipient of the auc¬ 
tion proceeds and the Maryland Thorough¬ 
bred industry via a public relations effort for 
holding the most exciting charity event in 
Maryland history. 

"I am here tonight to ask officially for the 
endorsement of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association for this stallion auction bene¬ 
fit and the dinner dance." 

The directors thanked Mr. Dresher for his 
presentation and immediately voiced unani¬ 
mous endorsement. 

Mr. Dresher thanked the directors and de¬ 
parted at 7:50 p.m.

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The minutes of the previous Board meet¬ 
ing having earlier been mailed to all direc¬ 
tors, the president asked for a motion that 
fhey not be read at this meeting. Mr. Mob- 
berley so moved, seconded by Mr. Boniface. 
There being no opposition to the motion, the 
president called upon the treasurer for her 
report. Ms. Miller then distributed to the 
directors copies of a report compiled by her 
Finance Committee. 

The Board approved the Finance Commit¬ 
tee's recommendation that the firm of Wil¬ 
son, Linder & Woltereck be engaged to do a 
complete audit of the MHBA books in 1982.

hearing had made a most favorable impres¬ 
sion on his fellow committee members. 

The president read Kim Firestone's Sales 
Committee report in the absence of the chair¬ 
man who was in Ocala. 

The president called upon Mr. Merryman 
for a report on his Public Relations Commit¬ 
tee. Merryman asked Carter to read a report 
which he had prepared. That report follows: 

"Subsequent to the last Board meeting, 
Merryman requested a telephone poll of di¬ 
rectors to see if they would be willing to 
change the Board's position on a matter of 
legislation. The directors had voted on Sep¬ 
tember 8 to oppose a single legislative bill 
which would incorporate: 

1. Using uncashed tickets for public rela¬ 
tions. 

2. Requiring the state to pay the salaries of 
state employees who work at Maryland 
tracks. 

"The Board said it wanted two separate 
bills, the thinking being that the uncashed 
mutuel ticket bill would be easier to pass if it 
were not weighted down with what is essen- 
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President's Report continued 

tially a race track bill. But other members of 
the industry-wide Public Relations Commit¬ 
tee were sharply critical of the MHBA's posi¬ 
tion. The overwhelming consensus was that 
the MHBA was jeopardizing unanimity 
within the industry and that if the MHBA 
stuck to its position that the entire Public 
Relations Committee faced the likelihood of 
being disbanded. 

"The directors were polled with the fol¬ 
lowing results: 8 voted to change position 
(Small, Firestone, Hoffberger, Merryman, 
Hal Qagett, Voss, Martin and Bonsai); 6 
voted not to change (Christmas, Miller, Fen- 
dall Qagett, Hickey, Mobberley and Fisher). 
Boniface was in Europe and was not polled." 

The president called on Carter for a report 
on the National Breeders Committee meet¬ 
ing held in Chicago in October. Carter 
stated: "The NBC voted to recommend that 
those horses found positive for drugs be sus¬ 
pended along with their trainers. Addition¬ 
ally, the NBC urged the publication of the 
horse owner's name when a positive sample 
is reported. The National Breeders Commit¬ 
tee forms a portion of the Thoroughbred 
Owners & Breeders Association's member¬ 
ship and boasts representation from most 
major Thoroughbred breeding states, in¬ 
cluding Maryland. John Marsh, a Virginia 
breeder, is the NBC's new chairman, having 
recently succeeded California's Brian 
Sweeney." There was much discussion on 
the NBC recommendation. Mr. Fendall Qa¬ 
gett moved that the MHBA refuse to endorse 
the recommendation. Ms. Voss seconded 
the motion which passed without dissent. 

Carter next read a letter from the Maryland 
Veterinary Medical Association, signed by 
Ray Thompson, executive director. This is 
the most recent of several letters, all pertain¬ 
ing to the phrase "horse dentist" used in 
advertisements in THE Maryland Horse. 
The MVMA objects to this phrase, pointing 
out that the advertisers are not veterinarians. 
They are lay persons who specialize in float¬ 
ing teeth. The Thompson letter concluded 
with this paragraph: "Perhaps you and your 
directors can give this matter further thought 
and come up with a term that would be ac¬ 
ceptable to those individuals who do float 


teeth but which would not be misleading as 
to the word 'dentist'." The president said he 
would appoint a committee to study the 
problem. 

The president asked for new business. Mr. 
Fendall Qagett responded by noting that 
there is a shrinkage of stalls at Maryland 
tracks, even though the Maryland Racing 
Commission ordered two years ago that new 
bams be built at Bowie and Laurel. He stated 
that the commission is scheduled to award 
racing dates for the 1982 season tomorrow 
and that the MHBA should testify at that 
hearing regarding the stall situation. He re¬ 
commended that the MHBA take the posi¬ 
tion that no dates should be assigned Bowie 
and Laurel until they give firm plans regard¬ 
ing the construction of new bams. Mr. Bon¬ 
sai seconded the Qagett motion which

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Marlborough 
Bowl Is Won 
By Potomac

The 1981 Marlborough Hunt Bowl, dedi¬ 
cated to fostering the tradition of foxhunt¬ 
ing, got off to a slow start but the diversified 
day wound up, as usual, just before night¬ 
fall. 

Varying local weather conditions meant 
that some clubs left their kennels in pouring 
rain, wondering whether the event would be 
cancelled, while others experienced nary a 
drop. 

Potomac's van arrived on time but got 
stuck in the field, requiring the attention of a 
tractor. This caused a delay in walking the 
4y2-mile hunt pace course, which pushed 
the starting time back until close to noon. 

Nine teams contested the hunt pace, start¬ 
ing at 4-minute intervals. Victory in this 
competition is achieved by finishing in time 
closest to the "pace," a figure arrived at by 
dividing the aggregrate time required to ne¬ 
gotiate the course by the number of partici¬ 
pating teams; the team with a clocking clos¬ 
est to the average is the winner. 

Because of the difficulty in scoring this 
event, Nancy Kelly Helmly had enlisted the 
aid of her husband Bruce, their son Dave and 
his friend Rick Winkler, the latter two math 
whizzes from Annapolis High School. Ar¬ 
med with calculators and electric timers. Dr. 
Helmly explained, "This is the way we do 
the sailboat races." He and his wife were

stationed with her brother and father, John 
and John L. Kelly, on a hilltop where wind 
speeds in the upper 30's made an anchor 
required equipment. 

Speed on the ground was another matter. 
Goshen, the third team to start, was the first 
to reappear, having spent 39:56 minutes on 
the course. This turned out to be the winning 
time. 

"The time was way off a good hunt pace," 
Marlborough MFH A1 Smith Jr. remarked. 
"When training a steeplechase or point-to- 
point horse, you figure a 2-minute mile, inc¬ 
luding jumps. So, at four and a half miles, a 
good, safe hunting pace would be about 18 
or 20 minutes." 
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The Goshen Hunt team, consisting of Ann 
Hartung, Pat McDowell, Brian Pickett and 
Rick Jones, earned nine points by their 50- 
second win over Potomac (Pat Foley, Marge 
Edmundson, Peggy Pitts and Peter Hitchen). 
De La Brooke was third with 40:35, followed 
by Fairfax at 38:13. 

Because of the delay in getting started, 
bench judging of hounds began immediate¬ 
ly/ without a lunch break. Officiating were 
Patricia duPont of Fair Hill, Elias L. Guy, 
joint MFH of Princess Anne Hunt, and Dal¬ 
las Leith, retired huntsman from Elkridge- 
Harford Hunt. 

Both Guy and Leith have judged the Marl¬ 
borough Bowl in past years and both agreed 


that the quality of hounds has improved im¬ 
mensely every year. Looking at the stallion 
hounds on the bench, Guy remarked, "I'd 
take this group home in my car right now. I 
wouldn't even wait for the hound truck to 
arrive!" 

Points for the best stallion hound went to 
Potomac's Pewter. Patton of Fairfax was sec¬ 
ond while Antietam's Sharpsburg placed 
third. In the bitch class Howard County's 
Miriam was chosen over Teacher of Fairfax 
and Secret of Potomac. The coveted pack 
class went to Potomac, with Marlborough 
and Howard County placing second and 
third. 

It was after 4 p.m. and getting on toward 
dusk when the roading hounds event came

up, and the field trial was still on the agenda, 
so judges decided to delete a portion of the 
class and simply ask the staffs to ride out 
with their packs to be judged on control. 
Fairfax, Potomac, Howard County and Cas¬ 
anova were the winners, in that order. 

Going into the field trial, Potomac had 25 
points and Fairfax 17, but Fairfax usually 
shines in that event while Potomac hounds 
have never done well. 

Vernon Pinkney, who has laid the drag for 
years, completed his task just moments be¬ 
fore hounds and huntsmen took off. The 
wind was still high so Vernon waited until 
the last possible moment to do his job. Spot¬ 
ters Jim King, Douglas Paran and Paul Her¬ 
ring were stationed across the countryside 
and the judges took their positions. 

When it was all over, neither Fairfax nor 
Potomac had scored a single point in the 
drag. Antietam hunt won the field trial pack 
points and their Qara Barton was judged 
best field trial hound. Marlborough placed 
second in the pack and Iron Bridge third. 
Iron Bridge's Freedom was second in the 
individual field trial hound competition, 
with De La Brooke's Advance third. 

With a total of 25 points Potomac, for the 
third consecutive year and the 11th time 
(plus two ties) in the 26-year history of the 
event, had won the exquisite sterling silver 
Marlborough Bowl. The Fairfax team, con¬ 
sisting of MFH Randolph Rouse, Isabella 
Davidow, Richard Berliner, Mack Crippen, 
Herbert Larsen and Huntsman Ian Milne, 
was second with 17 points. The Antietam 
Hunt team (joint Masters Arthur Speiser and 
Qayton Doing, C.E. Martin III, Woodrow 
Hancock, Georgette Glenn, Christie Randle, 
Mary Ann Dean and Ann Cinque) placed 
third with 15 points. Howard County, 
Goshen, Marlborough, De La Brooke and 
Casanova were also participants.

De La Brooke 

A cold wind whirled around Mt. Victoria, 
the Charles county estate of Mrs. Bennett 
Crain, as 92 members and guests of De La 
Brooke Foxhounds W gathered at 8:30 a.m. 
for an annual rite of autumn, the opening 
meet. 

The memorable ceremony included the 
awarding of club colors to Judge W. Byron 
Sorrell, president of the club, and Sam Hud¬ 
son, former honorary huntsman at Marlbor¬ 
ough. 

Rev. J. Stewart Brinsfield, a retired Baptist 
minister and regular riding member of De La 
Brooke, officiated at the formal blessing of the 
hounds, assisted by Dr. Eugene Guazzo, ex- 
MFH, who sang the doxology. 

Established in 1961 and recognized in 1976 
after years of toil and struggle, De La Brooke 
Foxhounds W has come into its own as an 
active and viable hunt club. Led by joint 
Masters Harry E. Taylor Jr., Col. Thomas C. 
Blake Jr. and, as of this year, Eleanor Fowler 
Slater, De La Brooke hunts approximately 25 
by 45 miles of rolling inland country and 
flatlands "fronted by tidewater creeks, rivers 
and bays with coops, post and rail." It was 
here that the club's namesake, Robert 
Brooke, introduced foxhounds into America. 

De La Brooke's 25 couples of American 
foxhounds are cared for by Judy Goldsmith 
in immaculate kennels on Mill Run road. But 
on opening day the foxes failed to cooperate 
with the eager hounds. No self-respecting 
fox would be out on such a cold and windy 
day and, if he did dare, his scent would soon 
be blown heavenward. Hounds worked 
hard, however, and hunted for nearly three 
hours, with whippers-in Flavius Brinsfield, 
Charlotte Pope, Joe Slater and Sarah Pugh 
assisting honorary huntsman and joint MFH 
Tom Blake. 


Following the action with veteran hilltop- 
per and former foxhunter Bill Holley and his 
wife, Mary K., was an experience not soon to 
be forgotten. We climbed hills where I felt 
sure the car's motor would explode, went 
through woods, over cornfields and around 
tobacco bams in pursuit of horses and 
hounds. 

After the morning of arduous hunting, the 
sumptous array assembled for the hunt 
breakfast at Eloise Crain's Mt. Victoria was a 
welcome sight. By this time, everyone was 
starving and the hospitality was Southern- 
perfect. 

Potomac Hunt 

Everything about Potomac Hunt's open¬ 
ing meet seemed blessed. From hounds to 
priest, from weather to fox, there was a spe¬ 
cial significance as the season got underway. 

For starters, it was one of the most glorious 
fall days imaginable when 65 members and 
guests assembled at the relatively new club¬ 
house in Bamesville for the traditional open¬ 
ing hunt ceremonies. 

As MFH Thomas Dowd addressed the 
field prior to the blessing one of his hounds 
got ahead of the game. Before the Rev. 
George Reid could spinkle the hounds with 
holy water. Trapper sprinkled Father Reid, 
much to the horror of the Master. Undaunt¬ 
ed, Father Reid continued with the service 
but later he quipped, "That hound must be 
an atheist!" 

Leaving the meet, professional huntsman 
Larry Pitts took hounds up a rather steep hill 
and over a very sticky jump which proved a 
boondoggle for about half a dozen in the 
field. "I'll bet I am the only one in the history 
of foxhunting who can say he lost his hat not

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once, but twice, over the first fence of the 
day," ex-MFH Harry Semmes said later. 

Once things settled down, however, 
scenting was good, following the all-night 
rain. 

A scant half-hour later five hilltoppers 
viewed a huge red fox pop out of the woods, 
run the width of a 50-acre cornfield behind 
the Bruce Wooden farm, scamper across an 
adjacent wheat field and duck into the 
Woods. About two minutes later the Poto- 
rnac hounds picked up the scent and ran as 
hue a line as you would ever wish to see. 

MFH Dowd, reconstructing the chase, 
noted that the fox ran into adjacent woods at 
the George Qiadwick farm, crossed an un- 
out com field and was last viewed by Lyn 
Carroll and Tony Koerber from their location 
On White's Store road. "He cut behind Bazy 
Tankersley's old house and went to 
ground," Dowd advised. 

After three hours in the saddle, the Master 
oalled it a day, and a nearly perfect day it had 
been. 



Marlborough 

Luckily they believe in getting things done 
early in Prince Georges county. If the Marl¬ 
borough Hunt hadn't scheduled its opening 
meet for 8 a.m., members would have ended 
the day decidedly damper. 

Almost 65 foxhunters gathered under 
threatening skies at Cheval de Chasse farm, 
home of joint Master Harry Smith and his 
wife Jeanne, for the blessing of the hounds 
and the traditional stirrup cup. 

"Harry is my joint Master and huntsman 
this year," explained MFH A1 Smith Jr. As¬ 
sisted by the Marlborough staff, which in¬ 
cludes honorary whippers-in Katherine Kel¬ 
ly Cawood, Betty May, Frederick Sasscer 
and Edward Coffren, Smith took out I6V2 
couples of American hounds. The three-mile 
chase led from Harry's place across Mel- 
wood road to Mrs. Lee Sint's farm. 

"I just got into the stable and out of the 
saddle when it started to pour," a happy A1 
Smith remarked following the four-hour 
hunt. Having managed to get in out of the 
rain just in the nick of time, the foxhunters 
took care of their tired but happy horses and 
headed for the clubhouse on the Patuxent 
river where a country breakfast awaited 
them. 

Goshen 

Goshen Hunt's opening meet drew a field 
of 68 foxhunters, some rather uncomfortable 
in their pink coats on a glorious warm Indian 
summer day, to Sally Carl's Avalon for an 11 
a.m. stirrup cup and a noon blessing. 

The meet had been scheduled a week 
ahead of the usual opening date because of a 
community conflict and joint Master Hardy 
Pickett said, "I was concerned about the com 
not being picked yet but (joint Master) Stan¬ 
ley (Stabler) talked to Stanley Stiles (a neigh¬ 
boring farmer) and he said if it wasn't picked 
he'd cut paths through it for us." 
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opening Meets continued 

Hardy worried needlessly, however, for 
the com was cut and professional huntsman 
Nick Hartung took the 16-couple pack of 
American hounds across the front of the 
farm, turned left into a freshly cut cornfield 
and cast hounds along a ditch behind Sally's 
house. Working towards some woods, 
hounds entered and struck within five min¬ 
utes, driving a big red fox out across a grassy 
field, 'Tally ho's" ringing from all direc¬ 
tions. 

Having lost the quarry in the woods after a 
short run, the huntsman picked up hounds 
and cast again. It wasn't long before another 
red stmck out, leading the Goshen pack on a 
merry chase which lasted 45 minutes. 

By this time horses and hunters, on their 
first day out, were ready to call it quits. "We 
lost the second fox too," Pickett said, "but I 
was delighted we had two good chases, and 
most surprised since it was so hot and dry." 

Stabler and Pickett are serving their sec¬ 
ond year as joint Masters of Goshen. The 
staff consists of honorary whippers-in Brian 
Pickett, Pat McDowell, Norman Fraley and 
Rick Jones. 

Newmarket-Middletown Valley 

Back in 1979, then joint Master of Middle- 
town Valley Hunt Bob Monahan was quoted 
in The Maryland Horse as saying, "The 
future of foxhunting is bleak. The shortage of 
gas, the shrinkage of hunt country, inflation, 
the price of feed—all add to the problems. 1 
think foxhunting is coming to a consolida¬ 
tion of hunt clubs." 

Whether psychic or pragmatic, Monahan 
had a handle on the situation and since that 
time he can certainly be credited for turning 
that handle in the right direction. 

The two Frederick county foxhunhng 
clubs have formally merged and are now 
registered as New Market-Middletown Val¬ 
ley Hounds, with Monahan and Phil Pearce, 
the latter former MFH of New Market, as 
joint Masters. Both clubs are now under one 
roof, the kennels and clubhouse in Middle- 
town Valley. 

Ray Carter, the new professional hunts¬ 
man, was formerly a whipper-in with Po¬ 
tomac Hunt. There are 14 entered couples. 


4 V 2 unentered couples and 8 couples of pup¬ 
pies in the new kennel. 

At the opening Meet in early November, 
10 couples of cross-bred hounds were under 
the control of Carter and honorary whip¬ 
pers-in Dr. Tom Blackwood, Jerry Miller, 
Dickey Boutelle and Randall Medd. Visitors 
joined with members of the newly merged 
hunts to swell the field to an unprecedented 
80 foxhunters in the Middletown Valley 
countryside. 

Casting hounds on Cal Ewing's farm 
across Marker road from the clubhouse site. 
Carter and company made a big swing 
around the vast Ewing acreage with hounds 
working diligently, but to no avail. 

Apparently, scenting was at a low level, as 
has been reported from various other areas 
in the state. 

Things are looking up for the newly 
merged club. "We have about 30 in the field 
on a normal day," Monahan said, adding 
that there were 40 foxhunting members in 
the club now, and a total of 90 hunting and 
social members. 

Probably one of the most important parti¬ 
cipants on opening day was Doug Small, a 
director of the Masters of Foxhounds Associ¬ 
ation of America, whose job it is to evaluate 
the newly merged club for recognition. Since 
the old New Market had relinquished its rec¬ 
ognition when it went inactive in 1979 it is 
necessary that they be re-evaluated, even 
though Middletown Valley held recognition 
at the time of the merger. As we go to press, 
the decision had not yet been reached.

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Jack Russells Delight 
Hunt Night Audience

Hunt Night, the evening during the eight 
days of the Washington International Horse 
Show when foxhunters take over the spot¬ 
light, draws an audience of gentlemen in 
evening scarlets, ladies dragging long even¬ 
ing gowns up and down the Capital Centre 
steps and kids in blue jeans. There is some¬ 
thing for everyone. 

But this year there was something differ¬ 
ent, something more than the usual field 
hunters, hunter hacks, ladies riding side¬ 
saddle, hunt teams and international jump¬ 
ing, something that actually raised the blood 
pressure of even the staidest foxhunter 
among the estimated 4,000 spectators. 

Dog races! 

For the first time in the history of the 23- 
year-old show an exhibition of Jack Russell 
terrier races was presented. The audience 
went bananas. 

"Randy Rouse invited us to put on the 
exhibition," Gus Forbush said. He and Tom¬ 
my Lee Jones, professional huntsman at 
Casanova (Va.) Hunt, got the act together. 
"YJe assembled 18 of the most evenly 
matched (in size, ability and speed) terriers 
we could get on the spur of the moment," he 
explained. 

'The Jack Russell is not a recognized breed 
of dog. They are a cross between a fox terrier, 
pit bull and bull terrier. They stand between 
12" and 14" high, average about 15 pounds 
and have only been in this country about 25 
years. They have traditionally been bred to 
go in after a fox who's gone to earth but have 
become popular as pets," said Forbush. 

These little fellows held center court on 
Hunt Night. 

They performed on a course designed and 
built (except for the jumps, which were 
made by Rob Palmer) by Forbush. Breaking 


from a six-compartment "starting gate," the 
terriers jumped two 12" replicas of National 
steeplechase fences and an 18" chicken coop 
and then raced into a final enclosure in pur¬ 
suit of their quarry, an old fox pelt which had 
been dragged over the course. The first Jack 
Russell to grab the pelt was declared the 
winner. 

Three preliminary heats were contested 
on Hunt Night, with a runoff determining 
the champion. By the third heat the crowd 
was on its feet screaming for blood. "We've 
gone a long time without that type of crowd 
reaction," WIHS president David Lamb 
said. "You'd better believe we will have 
them back next year." 

The winner's share of the $200 purse went 
to Pam Story of Keswick Hunt, owner of 
Rocky. He was followed by Booze (Scott 
Gregory of Casanova), Jill (Linda Robeson) 
and Fitz (Kevin Palmer). 

Two Pennsylvania clubs, Mr. Stewart's 
Cheshire Foxhounds from Unionville and 
Radnor Hunt, topped the 21 participating 
hunts, tying for the Hunt Night champion- 
ship with 12 points each. This being the Un- 
ionville club's third straight win, it retired 
the Foxhunter Challenge Trophy. 

Led by Bruce Davidson on Dr. Peaches, 
who also picked up points with a second in 
the field hunter class and a fourth in gentle¬ 
man's hunter hack, Mr. Stewart's Cheshire 
Foxhounds captured the hunt team competi¬ 
tion. Also representing the club were Lis^ 
Stroud on Boss Lawro and Bruce Miller on 
Tors Cowboy. Second was a Potomac Hunt 
team composed of Janet Hitchen on Rowser s

A Radnor Hunt entry, Lisa Frenaye riding 
Mrs. Russell S. Stoughton's Qoud Nine, 
took the elegant ladies' side-saddle class.

Mrs. Starr ridden by Barbara Kohn, Teresa 
Murray on Court Jester, representing Wi¬ 
comico Hunt, Terry Hayes of Marlborough 
riding her Breaker, Mrs. Harry Huberth on 
Bar Battle from Golden Bridge Hunt and 
Goshen Hunt entry For The Moment, ridden 
by Mary Ellen Will. 

Show president David Lamb was a little 
upset, to put it mildly, with the Washington 
area press. Following the spectacular $10,000 
puissance class on Friday night when Italian 
team member Filippo Moyersoen rode Adam 
over a record-breaking 7'6" wall, not a word 
appeared in the local media. "Horse breaks 
record. Not one local sportscaster or TV 


show covers it. The Washington Post was 
aloof. The treatment we got from the media 
was so terrible I was aghast," he said. 

The 1981 show revenue and attendance 
was below the figures for the previous year, 
although Lamb declined to be specific. Re¬ 
portedly the 1980 figure was a profit in excess 
of $100,000. Show officers attribute that to 
the presence of "The Black Stallion." Lamb 
expects the show to be in the black this year, 
but not as successful as last. Overall attend¬ 
ance in 1980 was 43,000, compared to 40,000 
in 1981. A crowd of 12,000 screaming, cheer¬ 
ing fans who couldn't believe what they 
were seeing witnessed Adams' tremendous 
jumping feat on Friday night. 

"We must have help from the local media 
to let the people know we are here. If not, we 
will have to rely on paid advertisements 
which we cannot afford. We are a charitable, 
not a commercial event. Without a general 
audience the show will be in serious financial 
trouble which could lead to the end of the 
Washington International Horse Show," 
Lamb said.

Washington Show 

The 1981 Washington International Horse 
Show held last month at the Capital Centre 
in handover proved one of the most success¬ 
ful in the 23-year history of this prestigious 
event. 

Among the many highlights was the stir¬ 
ring performance of Italian Equestrian Team 
member Filippo Moyersoen, who broke the 
North American indoor puissance (high 
jump) record with an amazing leap of 7'6" 
aboard the 10-year-old gelding Adam on Fri¬ 
day evening, October 30. 

For his effort, the 27-year-old Moyersoen 
won a $20,000 Mercedes-Benz 240D, plus the 
$3,000 winner's share of $10,000 in prize 
money. 

Another feature of the Washington Inter¬ 
national was the $25,000 Anheuser-Busch 
President's Cup Grand Prix jumping event, 
held Sunday evening, November 1. Melanie 
Smith guided the famed Calypso to victory 
with a mark of no faults/32.85 seconds, and 
earned $7,500 in the process. Norman Dello 
Joio and Johnny's Pocket finished second 
with no faults/34.14 seconds, and Barney 
Ward and Luger took third with no faults/ 
39.19. 

The leading international rider over the 
eight evenings and seven days of the horse 
show was Dello Joio, with 22 points. Rodney 
Jenkins was second with 15 points, and Mi¬ 
chael Matz third with 14. 

The United States Equestrian Team 
(USET) of Smith, Dello Joio, Jenkins and 
Matz won the overall international team 


competition with 87 points, followed by Italy 
with 37 and Canada with 25. 

The leading national rider was Anne Kur- 
sinski with 23 points, followed by Donald 
Cheska with 22 points and Barney Ward 
with 19.

MHSA Futurity 

Nominations for the Maryland Horse 
Shows Association's second annual Hunter 
Breeder Futuritv close December 31. 

The first MHSA Futurity, held in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Maryland State Fair, saw ex¬ 
hibitors in four classes share in nearly $3,000 
in premiums. The possibilities for the second 
futurity loom bigger. 

The Futurity is open to all horses suitable 
to become hunters regardless of breed. Two 
classes, one for fillies and the other for colts 
and geldings, are held in each age division— 
weanlings and yearlings. 

The rules for the futurity are: Owners 
making nominations must be members of 
the MHSA; the as yet unborn foals become 
eligible with the nomination of their dams. 
Anv number of mares may be nominated as 
long as thev are due to foal in 1982. Each 
nomination to the weanling futurity must be 
accompanied by a fee of $5, and the yearling 
futurity by $10. Total payments for the 
weanling futuritv will be $75, while those 
entering the vearling futurity will pay a total 
of $100. Nominations may be made to either 
or both futurities. All fees, save a small 
amount for operating expenses, will be re¬ 
turned as premiums. An entry may drop out 
at anv time but, in doing so, will forfeit any 
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fees already paid. All nominations must be 
postmarked no later than December 31, 
1981, and any subsequent deadlines missed 
will result in elimination. Reminders are pro¬ 
vided to all entries well in advance of pay¬ 
ment due dates. 

Plans for the 1982 Futurity call for a late 
summer date with three judges representing 
different horse interests. Judging will be on a 
point system with each judge working inde¬ 
pendently and the combined scores deter¬ 
mining the winners.

Horses Deported 

Fifteen Trakehner mares which had been 
in this country nearly a year were ordered 
deported by a federal court and have conse¬ 
quently been shipped to Mexico. 

The mares had been imported in Septem¬ 
ber, 1980, by Marie Louise Barton of Sorento, 
Ill. But after arriving here, the mares were 
found to have circumvented regulations 
which pertain to Contagious Equine Metri¬ 
tis. 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture al¬ 
leged that Mrs. Barton brought the mares 
here even though they had not been main¬ 
tained in a country free of CEM for a one- 
year period as required by USDA regula¬ 
tions. 

The USDA further charged that the mares 
were moved from West Germany to Den¬ 
mark in August, 1980. At that time. West 
Germany was on the USDA's list of CEM- 
affected countries. 

USDA ordered the mares out of the coun¬ 
try in the spring of 1981. Mrs. Barton sued to 
stop this action, which a USDA spokesman 
described as "an alternative to destroying 
the horses." Mrs. Barton argued that, since 
the mares had been proved to be free of 
CEM, they should be allowed to remain in 
the U.S. The Federal District Court in East 
St. Louis, Ill., ruled in favor of USDA, and 
the horses were deported to Mexico. 

"We viewed deportation as a necessary 
step in preserving the integrity of our control 
program," said Dr. John K. Atwell, deputy 


administrator of USDA's Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service (APHIS). "If the 
horses were allowed to remain, others 
would introduce horses illegally with the ex¬ 
pectation that courts would allow them to 
stay if the horses could be proved free of 
disease. It is likely diseased horses would be 
included in such importations." 

A USDA spokesman noted that untreated 
stallions and mares from CEM-affected 
countries must be in a non-affected country 
for at least 12 months before they can be 
imported into the U.S. Deportation to a non- 
affected country does not preclude the hors¬ 
es being re-imported to the U.S., provided 
the 12-month holding period has passed and 
the horses can be proved free of the disease.

$15,950. Dawn Flight was trained by her 
breeder, Janon Fisher Jr., one of the founders 
of the MHBA. 

■ Don Reed, in his regular column The Rac¬ 
ing Scene, commented on the conclusion of 
the vear's racing season. "Maryland's 1951 
racing season has come to a close after 100 
days of sport at three major ovals, 50 days of 
minor sport at the so-called half-milers and 
80 nights of harness action. Anyone with a 
grain of sense knows this is too much racing 
for a state the size of Maryland but nobody 
has done anvthing about it, so it is likely to be 
repeated in 1952 and for many years. Only 
efforts that have been made, have been to 
increase the number of days for the half- 
milers and harness tracks. Be that as it may 
the State reaped a golden harvest from the 
game in 1952 so maybe there's a possibility 
that the state income tax will be reduced. 
What am I saying? ..." 

■ Frank A. Bonsai, in addition to being high 
on the owners' list, wound up the state's 
leading trainer with a total of 40 winners 


saddled. His best meetings were Laurel in 
the spring and Pimlico in the fall, where he 
sent out 10 victors on each occasion. Alan T. 
Clarke was second and Bemie Bond third, 
with seven of the first ten trainers being 
Marylanders. Mrs. G.A. Saportas nosed out 
Robert F. Duffy for training honors on the 
minor circuit, 19 to 18.

The skinny 
but game son of Count Fleet—Jabot was 
unanimously named American champion 
and champion 3-year-old by 19 TRA racing 
secretaries who cast a total of 36 votes, one 
for each track then operating under the aegis 
of TRA. Unanimous votes were given to two 
other champions: Mrs. Elizabeth N. Gra¬ 
ham's Rose Jet, champion 2-year-old filly/ 
and Mrs. Ogden Phipps' Oedipus, steeple¬ 
chase champion. Champions in the other di¬ 
visions were: Greentree Stable's Tom Fool, 
champion 2-year-old colt; Walter M. Jef¬ 
fords' Kiss Me Kate, champion 3-year-old

■ Joe Palmer wrote of the TRA annual meet¬ 
ing.

The other 
meetings, including the one at which Alfred 
Vanderbilt suggested that the other sports, 
currently plagued by scandals, take a look at 
racing and see how to run themselves, were 
thoroughly reported. Just in time to make 
the early editions a Mr. Dan Lamont, who 
used to own El Mono, got himself picked up 
in connection with fixing a basketball game, 
underlining Mr. Vanderbilt's remarks. The 
notion here is that this oughtn't to be an 
arrestable offense, for if I ever saw a game 
that needed fixing, it's basketball." 

■ The U.S. Equestrian Team matched its 
1950 record of seven firsts at the Roval Win¬ 
ter Fair at Toronto, Canada. Next stop for the 
four crack American riders was Monterey, 


Mexico, where Col. John W. Wofford, non¬ 
riding captain, was sure the team would 
chalk up two more victories. Arthur Mc- 
Cashin, Pluckemin, N.J., captured the inter¬ 
national team fault and out event at Toronto 
for the U.S. on Totilla. With McCashin 
aboard Pale Face, Maj. John Russell riding 
Swizzlestick, and Billy Steinkraus on Reno 
Kirk, the U.S. team rode off with the interna¬ 
tional relay championship. Mrs. Carol 
Durand, Kansas City, fourth member of the 
U.S. Team, helped her mates nearly win the 
international low score championships at 
Toronto on Reno Kirk. 

■ Dave Herman wrote about the record 
amounts paid by Lawrence B. Sheppard, 
owner of Hanover Shoe Farms and president 
of the U.S. Trotting Association, to purchase 
the top harness horses Tar Heel and Solici¬ 
tor. Nationwide headlines reported that 
Sheppard had paid the biggest prices in his¬ 
tory for Tar Heel and Solicitor. The sale had 
special meaning to Maryland harness fans, 
and particularly for patrons of Laurel Race¬ 
way, the Free State's pioneer night harness 
track at Laurel, Md. Sheppard, who shelled 
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30 Years Ago continued 

out $125,000 for the mighty Tar Heel and 
$100,000 for Solicitor, was a director of the 
cozy Laurel track, helped by Dick Hutchin¬ 
son, president and general manager.
